THOSE CLAIMS. 


Prospective Damages not 
Allowed, 


Canada’s Demands not Complied 
With in Full. 


State Department’s Announcement 
Notably Brief. 


Gen. Foster Points Out That Pro. 
ceedings Were Begun Under a 
Democratic Administration—The 
Smaliness Should Be Welcome. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The find- 
ings of the British-American Commis- 
| Sion chosen to assess the damages for 
seizures of British ships in Bering Sea, 
have been received by the State De- 
partment and the British Embassy. 
The strictest reticence is maintained, 
however, on the general character of 
the finding, though it is admitted that 
the total award against the United 
States is $464,000, which includes prin- 
cipal and interest. 

The controversy has occupied the at- 
tention of the authorities here and in 
London for the past seven years. At 
the outset the tone of the controversy 
was very belligerent, suggesting a pos- 
sible resort to arms. This was fol- 
lowing the seizure by the United States 
steamer Corwin of the British sealers 
Carolina and Thornton on August 1, 
1886. The facts of the seizure were not 
known until some time later, and in 
the mean time, the Corwin had taken 
the Onward and Favourite. The same 
policy was pursued during the next 
sealing seasons, despite the protests of 
Great Britain. 

The claims for these seizures took a 
wide range, beginning with the value of 
-the vessels and outfits, and including 
not only the value of the sealskins con- 
fiscated, but also the value of skins 
which might have. been taken if the 
ships had not been seized. This last 
feature of the prospective -damage 
caused the main. contention. In the 
case of each British ship, the longest 
item. .of the claim was for the esti- 


the case of the Carolina, the claim for 
the ship was only $4000, while that for 
Skins which might have been taken 
that year if she had not been seized 
was $16,667, each ship estimating its 
probable catch at from 1500 to 5000 
skins. The total of the claims, without 
interest, amounted te $439,161, and with 
interest at 8 per cent. and other 
charges, the total reached $786,166. 


DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The only 
statement that could be secured here of 
the judgment reached by the commis- 
sioners is contained in the following 
announcement, given out at the State 
Department this afternoon: 

‘The award of the Bering Sea Claims 
Commission has been filed in the De- 
partment of State. The claims as pre- 
sented by the British government to 
the commission on account of Canadian 
vessels seized in the Bering Sea agegre- 
gated, with interest, $1,500,000. These in- 
cluded, under the claim treaty, several 
cases not embraced in the settlement 
proposed by Secretary Gresham. The 
award now made amounts to $294,181.91, 
to which is to be added interest, which 
will increase the total amount 50 per 
cent. The award is final, and disposes 
of all cases before it. Payment under 
the treaty must be made within six 
months.” 

The departmental officials, it is as- 
sumed, will proceed at once to prepare 
a bill or an*amendment to one of the 
regular appropriation bills, for sub- 
mission to Congress, covering the 
necessary appropriation to pay the 
judgments rendered, but to pay them 
promptly the government is in honor 
bound to take the remaining steps 
toward a settlement in short order. 

There appears to be little doubt that 
the United States carried its point on 
the main question involved, viz: as to 
the right of prospective damages. 
These damages evidently are scaled 
down to an insignificant amount, or re- 
jected entirely. While the depart- 
ment officials will make no definite an- 
nouncement to this effect, intimations 
are given that the smallness of the 
award precludes the possibility of any 
allowance having been made on account 
‘of prospective damages. The Alabama 
Claims Commission established the 
precedent that remqte damages could 
not be included in a claim, and the 
present award is evidently on the same 
line. 

Gen. John W. Foster, who is now in 
general charge of Bering Sea affairs, 
said tonight as to the award that he 
was not surprised at the result. Presi- 
dent Cleveland, having officially de- 
clared that $425,000 was a just and 
equitable sum in settlement, and hay- 
ing appointed as the American commis- 
sioner to adjudicate the claims a close 
personal and political friend, it could 
hardly be expected that the latter 
would strenuously contend for an 
award of a less amount. 

Gen. Foster was absent from the 
country in Japan when Congress took 
action on President Cleveland’s recom- 
mendation, but he regarded the com- 
mission as the proper method of reach- 
ing a settlement, and the only one 
which would satisfy the country. 
Notwithstanding the seizures, which 
gave rise to the award, were initiated 
under a Democratic administration. 
President McKinley, he thought, would 
doubtless recommemnd to Congress to 
provide for the payment; and he hoped 
and felt sure that Congress would 
make the necessary appropriation to 
discharge the treaty obligation. Fur- 
thermore, as the Canadians receive in- 
terest up to date on their deferred 
claims, the result should be accepted 
on both sides in good spirit.

HAWAII ADVICES. 


Dole Government Still Sanguine as 
to the Trenty’s Adoption. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


HONOLULU, Dec. 17. (Wired from 
San Francisco, Dec. 23.)—The Mariposa 
arrived from San Francisco yesterday, 
bringing news of the opening of Ccn- 
gress. Regarding the annexation 
treaty, the Hawaiian zovernment re- 
ceived advices by wire from Wash- 
ington on the day the steamer sailed, 
which state that the opposition is not 
as strong as indicated in the press dis- 
patches. 

L. A. Thurston wired that the situa- 
tion had not developed sufficiently to 
enable one to arrive at a decision as 
to the course to be followed: that there 
is no present intention to abandon the 
treaty, and the Republican leaders are 
giving the subject earnest attention.

CHINESE BANKS FAIL. 


PROPRIETORS -ABSCOND TO ESCAPE 
THE CONSEQUENCES. 


& Number of the Larger Banks are 
Expected to Close Their Doors, 
Due to the Scarcity of Silver at 
Shanghai. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Mail advices from the 
Orient todey say that, owing to the 
great stringency of the Shanghai 
money merket, a large number of the 
smaller native banks closed their dcors 
during the week ending November 27, 
and the ype absconded. It is 
feared that the number of large banks 
on the Ningpo and Tien-Tsin roads 
that will close their dcors at the end of 
the Chinese year will be umprece- 
dented, and lerger than at any time 
since the opening of that port to for- 
eign trade, unless the capitalists in the 
interior, who have been appealed to, 
shall come to the rescue. The liabili- 
ties are sei to t to morg than 
$100,000. 

“There has been @ great deal of un- 
necessary excitement about the tight- 
ness of the money market and the 


scarcity of silver in Shanghai, but we } 


are of the opinion,” says the Shanghai 
Mercury, “‘that this is only for the time 
being. When it is considered that more 
than five million teals have been 
shipped to Newchang and another mil- 
lion to Canton to supply the mimt there, 
beside what has been sent to other 
northern ports, it is no wonder that 
there should be a scarcity of the white 
metal. But im the course of a couple 
of weeks, when the ports of Tien-Tsin 
and Newchang shall be closed, silver 
will commence to flow into Shanghai 
in the usual way, and pfairs will run 
smoothly again.” 


“BARONESS” IN COURT. 


CHARGED WITH ILLEGALLY USING 
THE NAME OF BLANC. | 


Her Lawyer Raises a Novel Ques- 
tion, Contending That There is 
No Ownership in Surnames—The 
Justice Reserves His Decision.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Elizabeth L. Waters, who 
says she has ihe right to the name of 
Baroness Blanc, although Jystice Rus- 
sell forbade her to do so, appeared be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Beekman 
today and opposed the application 
made to send her to jail. 

While Daniel Gerber, -counsel for 
Frederick N. Blane, who was oncs the 
husband of Mrs. Waters, urged the wo- 
man to be sent to jail for contempt of 
court im using her former. husband’s 
name, she sat in thte courtroom and 
listened intently. She tried to appear 
unconcerned, but was evidently very 
uneasy as she heard Lawyer Gerber 
say: “‘We will not be satisfied with a 
fine, as we believe that nothing will 
prevent this woman from using the 
name of Blanc unless she is impris- 
oned.”’ 

Gerber said that Justice Russell had 
signed the order in the decree of di- 
vorce obtained by Blanc, directing the 

etress not to use the name of Blanc. 
This order, the lawyer gaid, she had 
disobeyed several times. 

Theodore Case of Chicago, counsel 
for Mrs. Waters, then made an argu- 
ment that raised novel questions. He 
declared that there was nothing im the 
law of the State of New York that 
would or could justify the court in say- 
ing that one person could not use the 
name of another person unless the use 
of the name was in violation of trade- 
mark or business relations. 

“Why,” exclaimed Case, addressing 
the Justice, “I cam use and assume 
Your Honor’s name and you cannot 
prevent my doing so.” Case cited and 
read many decisions of the courts of 
this State and England in support of 
his contention. There was no owner- 
ship in surmmames. Deeision was re- 
served.

Traders on the Chicago Board of 
Trade Stirred Up.

The Post 
says: “George French, operating for the 
Leiter crowd, has piled up a line 
of at least 4,000,000 bushels of May 
wheat, according to reports from the 
floor. Armour’s radical change of front 
in bulling May wheat is common 
knowledge. It is equally well known 
that Armour has a pyramid of May 
Wheat bought, which is supposed to 
come close to the Leiter holding. 

As if to emphasize the bull talk, both 
Armour’s and Leiter’s men bought 
wheat today. Armour’s movements are 
closely guarded, but Leiter’s engineers 
make no secret of their dealings in 
May wheat.

“May wheat is a long shot,” is the 
answer given by commission men, when 
approached by customers.

OUR DRIED FRUITS. 


A STRONGER DEMAND DEVELOP- 
ING AT NEW- YORK, 


Inferior Grades Had Depressed the 
Market, but it is Now Recover- 
ing—Apricots and Prunes in Re- 
quest for Exports.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

The Failure Due to Shrinkage ta 


Valine of Property Held by the 
President—Will Affect No Other 
Banks, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 23.—A sensa- 
tion was created in this city today 
by the announcement of the suspen- 
sion of the Chestnut-street National 
Bank, regarded as one of the strongest 
financial institutions in the city. The 
suspension carried with it the closing 
of the Chestnut-street Trust and Sav- 
ings Fund Company, doing business 
under the State banking laws. Wil- 
liam Singerly, publisher of the Phila- 
delphia Record, is president of both 
coirpanies, and the same men, with 
one exception, act as officers an] €f- 
rec’ ors, 

The first information the public re- 
ceived that the banks were in trouble 
was in the form of a rotice posted 
this morning on the door o% the buiiéde- 
ing occupied jointly by the two con- 
cerns, signed by National Bank Ex- 
aminer William M. Hart, to the effect 
that the Chestnut-street National Bank 
had closed its doors pending an inves- 
tigation of its affairs. No statement 
of assets and liabilities is available, 
but is is stated that the deposits of 
the Chestnut-street Bank amounted 
to $1,700,000 and of the Trust Company 
to $1,300,000. 

Mr. Singerly gave out a brief state- 
ment tonight, in which he said: “We 
are working to secure the ihdebtedness 
of the two banks, so that they can go 
into voluntary liquidation and thus 
avoid a receivership.” 

In this connection Deputy Comptrol- 
ler of the Treasury George M. Coffin, 


who was sent here from Washington .__ 
said. 


by Comptroller Eckels_ today, 
“The matter of putting the Chestnut- 


street National Bank into voluntary. 


liquidation has been taken up 
y Philadelphia men of 8 great. 
financial ability. Their first step 
will be to ascertain the value 
of the assets of the bank. They must 


first be satisfied that they have a value 
sufficient to warrant them in assum- 
ing the indebtedness.” 

Mr. Coffin will remain here several 
days, aiding the men who have taken 
upon themselves the task of extricat- 
ing Mr. Singerly from his financial 
difficulties. These gentlemen are in 
consultation tonight, and the belief is 
strong that they will provide the funds 
necessary for voluntary liquidation of 
the two banks. 

It was known for some time in 
banking circles that Mr. Singerly’s 


banks were in trouble, and the Na- 


tional Bank Examiner, it is said, was 
aware of the condition of affairs. Last 
night a number of the leading bank 
officials of the city held a conference, 
lasting until nearly 3 o’clock this 
morning, considering the matter of 
raising sufficient money to relieve Mr. 
Singerly’s banks of their distress. dt 
is understood that the proposition to 
float $2,000,000 preferred stock of the 
Philadelphia Record had been practi- 
cally agreed to, when the discovery 
was made that because of the involved 
condition of the trust company’s 
finances this sum would not be within 
several hundred thousand dollars of 
the amount required. Negotiations 
were therefore declared off, and the 
banks were forced to the wall.” Now 
it is hoped that the committee that 
began tonight where the former com- 
mittee left off will in yor 
cessfully adjusting the finances an 
thus permit the banks to pay depositors 
dollar for dollar. 

The net earnings of the Record last 
year are said to have been $249, 
more than sufficient to pay dividends 
on a sum sufficient to pay all of Mr. 
Singerly’s indebtedness to the banks. 

The statements of the cause of the 
failure current here agree with that 
made by Comptroller Eckels at Wash- 
ington today, that it was primarily due 


|to the loss of much money by Mr. Sin- 


ly in his unproductive paper mill 
eg eg Md., one of the largest in 
the country. One statement placed 
the sum thus involved at nearly a mil- 
lion dollars. 

Mr. Singerly also had much money 
invested in other enterprises in this 
and other cities. Rumors were current 
to the effect that the ownership of the 
Record would pass from Mr. Singerly, 
but this he denied, stating positively 
that he is in abeolute control of the 
paper and will continue at its head. 

On Monday of this week the Chest- 
nut-street National Bank made the 
following report t@ the Philadelphia 
Clearinghouse: 

Loans and discounts, $2,261,000; legal 
reserve, $396,000; deposits, $1,789,000; due 
from banks, $355,000; due to banks, 
$686,000; circulation, $43,000. 

The reserve has been below the legal 
requirements for several weeks. The 
deposite on October 5, when the bank 
reported to the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, amounted to $2,035,856. The 
shrinkage in this item, therefore, has 
been more than $300,000 in a little over 
two months. It is said that there 
have been quiet but steady runs on 
both banks for several days past. 

Of the deposits in the bank, the city 
is represented by $289,554; the State by 
$225,000, and the national government 
by a large sum. but all of these credi- 
tors are believed to be protected. 

When the trust company made its 
last report to the State authorities, on 
November 16, the deposits amounted 
to $1,492,253. A meeting of the direc- 
tors of the trust company will be held 
at 19 o'clock tomorrow morning to de~ 
cide upon a course of procedure. It 
is believed that the State Bank Exam- 
iner will then take formal possession 
of the institution. State Bank Com- 
missioner Gilkeson was in the office 
of the company a short while today, 
and it is said that he has had the 
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books of the institution under banat | 
tion for some time past. 

The Chestnut-street National Bank 
was established in June, 1887, but was 
not incorporated until July 5 of the 
same year. Hon. Robert KE. Pattison 
was its first president, assuming ‘the 
office when he retired from the Gover- 
porship. When he again became Gov- 

or in 1891 Mr. Singerly succeeded 
him. The present officers and direc- 
tors of the bank are: William M. 
Bingerly, president; Isaac Cooper, vice- 
president; Benjamin P. Obdyke, Ben- 
jamin Van Schaack, John Simmons, 
Charles A. Porter, Walter T. Bradley, 
and George Zeigler, Jr., directors; W.

AFTERNOON ACCOUNT.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 23.—The 
Chestnut-street National Bank did not 
open its doors for business this morn- 
ing. A notice was posted on the door 
reading as follows: 

“The Chestnut-street National Bank 
is closed for husiness, and is in the 
hands of the National Bank Commis- 

sioner.” 

A crowd of depositors soon’ gath- 
ered, but there was no special excite- 
ment. The bank has held a good 
reputation, but it has been known for 
some time that its business and neces- 
sarily its profits have fallen off con- 
siderably. The suspension was a great 
surprise, especially in view of the high 
standing of its officers. William M. 
Singerly is its president, and A. Cooper 
vice-president. The bank was started 
in 1887, on a capital of $500,000, with 
Robert E. Pattison as president. 
When the latter took his seat as Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania in 1891, Mr. 
Singerly succeeded him as president of 
the bank. No statement of the bank’s 
liabilities could be obtained § this 
morning. 

The Chestnut-street Trust and Sav- 
ings Fund Company, the officers of 
which are identical with those of the 
bank, was also closed for business to- 
day, but to what extent the trust com- 
ono is involved in the bank's affairs 

not as yet been announced. 

The last report of the condition of 
the Chestnut-street National Bank, 
made on October 5, 1897, was as fol- 
lows:

The State of Pennsyivania had on de- 
posit December 1, $225,000. The bank 
was also a depository of the national 
government, but the government is 
fully protected against loss by hold- 
ing $100,000 United States bonds as 
security. 

Itissaidthat the bank holds thefunds 
ofthecity, police and firemens’ pension 
fund, the school teachers’ pension and 
annuity fund, and deposits of the Fair- 
mount Park Commission, which latter 
includes bequests for the park im- 
provement. 

During the past few weeks Presi- 
dent Singerly has made great efforts 
to enable the bank to mee: its liabili- 
ties: Yesterday the matter was laid 
before the clearing-house of Philadel- 
phia banks, and a proposition to issue 
$2,000,000 of 6 per cent. preferred stock 
of the Record Publishing Company as 
collateral for loans was considered. 
The investigation developed that this 
offer-was not sufficient to justify the 
bank in advancing the needed funds. 

The members of the 
house say that no other banks are in- 
volved in the failure. Concerning this 
Phase of the case, Mr. Singerly said 
today: “Arrangements had been made; 
to make an extra stock issue of $2,- 
000,000 by the Record Publishing Com- 
pany, and it was. thought that 
would be satisfactory, but somehow 
or other the plan fell through.”’ 

Mr. Singerly declined to discuss the 
bank's troubles. He said that the 
statement that would shortly be issued 
by the Bank Examiner would expla‘in 
the situation. 

Concerning the efforts made in 
financial circles in the past few days 
to save the Chestnut-street Bank from 
failure, a prominent financier said 
this afternoon that the large finan- 
cial interests of the city had com- 
bined to advance , the amount of 
money reported necessary, but a final 
investigation developed a condition 
that prevented these interests from ar- 
ranging the necessary relief. 

It was learned that the Clearing- 
House Association was apprised of a 
serious state of affairs in the condi- 
tion of the Chestnut-street Bank. and 
@ request Was made that the banks 
and other financial concerns § should 
unite in extending aid. It was stated 
that if Mr. Singerly’s indebtedness to 

the bank could be liquidated. a) 
danger of failure would be averted 
and it was suggested that these va- 
rious interests should join tn subscrib- 
ing to a proposed issue of $2,000,000 6 
rcent. preferred stock of the Record 
ublishing Company, the proce-ds of 
which could be devoted to liquidating 

the indebtedness of Mr. Singerly. A 
statemént was submitted at the same 
time, showing that the profits of the 
Record last year amounted to $420.- 
000, or sufficient to pay the interest on 
the proposed issue of preferred stock 
twice over. 

The response was almost unanimous, 
and but few of the institutions or in- 
dividuals invited to codperate refused 
to do so, and no difficulty was ex- 
Pperienced in raising the $2,000,000 re-

the fact that the affairs of the’ insti- 
tution were more deeply involved 
than had been thought, and the amount 
of money raised was insufficient to 
relieve the embarrassment. The large 
financial interests)> referred to were 
therefete reluctagitly . compelled to 
Withdrw their préerea aid, and the 
result was the closing of the doors this 
morning. The mecting at which this 
decision was reached was held last 
evening, the financial interests being 
represented by a committee, and it 
was not’ unti! nearly midnight that 
it was decided that tne catastrophe 
could not be averted, The bank's af- 
fairs have been uncer the scrutiny 
of the Comptroller of the Currency 
for some time, and he has paid several, 
visits to this city in connection with 
the ‘matter. 

Among bankers, the embarassment 
of the Chestnut-street Bank has re- 
cently been an open secret. The bank 
has for some time been a debtor at, 
the  clearing-house 
daily exchanges, and 
occasions some difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in meeting its balances. This 
morning, however, the Chestnut-street 
Bank was a creditor at the clearing- 
house to the amount of $12,000. 

The liabilities of the bank and the 
Trust Company together will aggre- 
gate about $3,000,000, represented by $1,- 
(00,000 deposits in the bgnk, and $1,300, - 
000 in the Trust Company. Of the $1,- 
(00,000 in the bank, about $1,200,000 was 
to the credit of individuals, firms and 
corporations in this city, while the re- 
mainder represented accounts of banks 
in other cities, 

CAUSE OF THE FAILURE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


WASHINTGON, Dec. 23.—Mr. Eckels, 
Comptroller of the Currency, said to- 
day in regard to the failure of the 
Chestnut-street National Bank of Phil- 
adelphia, that the suspension was pri- 
marily due to the shrinkage in the 
value of the bonds and notes of the 
Cingerly Publishing Company, located 
at Elkton, Md. The capital of the 
bank is $500,000, and at the time its 
deposits aggregated about $1,700,000 
and its surplus about $150,000. 

Mr. Eckels has been in Philadelphie. 
recently several times, trying to make 
arrangements by which the Pulp and 
Paper Mills (not Publishing Company,) 
securities could be taken out of the 
assets of the bank and the stock of 
the Philadelphia Record Company sub- 
stituted. Between this and other ar- 
rangements Mr. Eckels hoped to put 
the bank in first-class condition. Up 
to 5 o'clock last night, it was thought 
that the plan would be adopted, but 
at that time a hitch occurred that ren- 
dered suspension necessary. 

When the Pulp and Paper Mills’ se- 
curities were taken by the bank, they 
were regarded as first-class, but paper 
has fallen in price and the securities 
have depreciated in proportion. 

Mr. Eckels said there was not the 
least suspicion of wrongdoing on the 
part 6f any one connected with the 
bank, and he still has hopes of pro- 
viding for the voluntary liquidation of 
the bank's affairs without the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. The Philadelphia 
Record, which is owned by President 
Singerly, Mr. Eckels said, is a very 
valuable property, paying about 5 per 
cent. annually on about $5,000,000 cap- 
ital. 

HAS SUFFICIENT BALANCES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 


BOSTON, Dec. 23.—At the Third Na- 
tional Bank, the correspondent of the 
Chestnut National Bank of Philadel- 
phia, which failed today, it was 
said that the Philadelphia institution 
has sufficient balances here to cover 
any outstanding liabilities, and that 
none of the Boston banks will lose 
anything on account of the failure. 

WILL AFFECT NO OTHERS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Comp- 
troller Eekels said this afternoon that 
no other banks were involved, and, in 
his judgment, no others would be af- 
fected by the failures.

LADY MILLAIS DEAD, | 


ROMANTIC LIFE CUT SHORT IN A 
PATHETIC WAY. 


— Mer Distinguished Husband 
Thongh She Knew That the 
Germs of Cancer Were Implant- 
ing Themselves in Her Being. 
Mer Son’s Denth the Last Blow. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Dee. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The World’s cable says 
that the death of Lady Millias fur- 
nishes a tragic end to a life which was 
full of romance. Cancer, that was fatal 
to her distinguished husband, sixteen 
month ago, was fatal to Lady Millias 
also. She was the willing victim of 
her love and her wifely devotion. 

When her husband fell ill, his sur- 
geons, the best in England, told Lady 
Millias that the cancer that was kill- 
ing him was surely contagious. For 
her own safety they ordered her not to 
kiss him, lest she catch the disease 
They told her, too, that she must con- 
stamily use disinfectants, spray her 
throat and her clothing, so she might 
escape contagion. Millias knew he 
could not escape, but he had not the 
remotest idea he could communicate 
the cancer to his wife; that 
her devoted attention to him was dan- 
gerous to her; that she risked her life 
by nursing him, She, on her part, could 
not, bear to stab the dying man by 
seathing to be cold and unfeeling, or by 
appearing before him reeking with dis- 
infactants. So she utterly disobeyed 
the;surgeons, and two months before 
Millais died the cancer developed itself 
in her and made rapid progress. 

For a while Lady Millais permitted 
the surgeons to try to arrest the prog- 
vress of the disease, for her son still 
lived. But young Millais died a few 
months ago. From the moment of his 
death his mother cared no longer to 
live, longing to rejoin her husband and

BERLIN, Dec. 24.—The press is 
evidently deeply interested as to the 
attitude Great Britain and the United 
States are likely to adopt in the Chi- 
nese affair. Every attempt is being 
made to create _ ill-feeling against 
KMngland and to represent her as igo- 
lated. 

The official newspapers pretend that 
Japan has acquiesced tn the German 
and Russian moves, and will take no 
aggressive action. Everything  indi- 
cates the anxiety that hinges upon the 
ultimate grouping of the powers. 
Japan’s action in withdrawing her 
protest with reference to the course 
of the United States at Hawaii is 
interpreted as showing a desire to be 
unencumbered abroed, and to have her 
hands free to deal with the Chinese 
question. The Berliner Tageblatt ridi- 
cules the idea of an English-Japanese- 
American alliance, yet seems to fear 
eit. The Kolnische Zeitung thinks 
America will side with Russia. 

JOINT ACTION PROPOSED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS. NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Chronicle from Rome says it is 
reported there that, owing to her obli- 
gation to Germany, Italy has declined 
the English proposal for common action 
in the Far East, including a joint oc- 
cupation of Chu-San. 

According to the same dispatch, it is 
asserted that England has proposed to 
Russia a joint conference on the Chi- 
nese question, with a view of avoid- 
ing dangerous rivalries. The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Daily Mail says:

NEW JAPANESE CRUISER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—Work 
on the Japanese war vessel Chitos, in 
course of construction at the Union 
Iron Works, is being pushed forward 
and she will be launched early in Jan- 
uary.

COMMANDER STOCKTON’S STORY. 


Incidents Attending the Killing of 
Seaman Montgomery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEWPORT (R. Dec. 23.—Com- 
mander C. H. Stockton, U.S.N., who 
commanded the Yorktown at the time 
when two sailors, Frank Epps of New 
York and Seaman Montgomery, at- 
tached to the Asiatic fleet, were killed 
by Japanese at Nagasaki, has just re- 
turned to his home here. Commander 
Stockton said to an Associated Press 
representative that Montgomery was 
a landsman onthe Yorktown and was 
the boat’s deck cook and had been re- 
stricted to the ship on account of 
drunkenness. Commander Stockton 
from memory recited the incidents of 
Moatgomery’s death as follows: 

Last August Montgcmery, in com- 
pany with a marine, left the Yorktown 
without permission, while the ship was 
in the harbor of Nagasaki, Japan. The 
men swam to the shore. Iwo days 
later Mont'gomery’s body was found 
by Japanese boatmen in the water, and 
it was taken to the Police Station. 
Commander Stockton was notified and 
he sent a petty officer ashort to identify 
the body, accompanied by the surgeoa 
of the ship. Finding marks of violence 
upon the body, Commander Stockton 
ordered a board of officers to hold an 
inquest. From investigation of the 
case and from all evidence obtainable, 
the officers came to the conclusion that 
Montgcenery had not died from drown- 
ing, but from violence at the hands of 
some person or persons unknown. 

Commander, Stockton reported the 
case to the United. States Consul at 
Nagasaki, to the pélice authorities on 
shore and the Navy - Department 
through the admiral of the Asiati¢ 
‘squadron, and glso had an interview 
with the Chief of Police of the district 
and disabused his mind of the idea that 
Montgomery had died from accidental 
drowning. The evidence given by the 
marine who accompanied Mcnmtgomery 
shows that the latter had not drank 
to excess, and was seen at 11 o’clock 
the night of the murder with a roll of 
Japanese bank notes wrapped in can- 
vas im his hand and he wes displaying 
his money to his shipmates. No trace 
of Montgomery’s murderers was found 
up to the time the Yorktown left Na- 
gasaki, on September 15 last, the vessel 
then being under orders to sail for 
home, 

Montgomery's body was found in a 
shallow part of the harbor, and the cir- 
cumstantial evidemce shows that he 
was knocked on the head and thrown 
overboard. 


RUSSIA’S STUPENDOUS PROJECT. 


Will Connect the Baltic and Black 
Seas by Canal. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, ] 
“NEW YORK, Dee. 23.—[Exclusive 
Disvatch.] The Herald’s Washington 
special says the Russian government 
will begin next spring upon a stupen- 
dous piece of engineering work, which, 
like the Transsiberian Railroad, will be 
of great strategic and commercial 
value to her when completed. The 
project contemplates the constructio 
of a canal connecting the Baltic an 
Black seas, which can be traversed b 
battleships of the heaviest tonnage at 
six knots @n hour. By means of this 
canal, Russia will be able to mobilize 
her huge fleet in the Baltic in 167 
shours, by bringing to that sea the 
Black Sea squadron, or she can collect 
in the Black Sea in the same time the 
Baitic and Black Sea fleets. 

In case of a general European war 
over the division of China at the time 
of the completion of the canal, it would

to send her ficet through the Bosphorur, 
the Sea of Marmora and the Darda- 
nellles into the Mediterranean, down 
the Suez Canal and across the Indian 
Ocean to China, while she could utilize 
the Transsiberian Railroad to trans- 
port troops. The canal will remove the 
necessity of sending a fleet across the 
North Sea and down the Atlantic in 
order to reach the Mediterranean, and 
through that sea reach the Suez Cana: 
and China, and it was pointed out that 
in case of war, Great Britain or Ger- 
many would take measures to fee that 
the Russian fleet did not pass through 
their waters without a hard struggle. 


JAPAN WILL LIE LOW. 


Will not Meddle With the Chinese 
Muddle at Present. 
[ASSOCIATED . PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—The fol- 
lowing oriental advices have just been 
received per steamship China from Yo- 
kohama, via Honolulu: 

At an extraordinary meeting of the 
Japanese Cabinet, held at the official 
residence of Baron Nishi, the Foreign 
Minister, at which Marshal Yamagata, 
Lieut.-Gen. Kawakami and Admiral 
Ito, commander-in-chief of the navy, 
were present, Baron Nishi laid before 
the ministers all of the reports that 
he had received from the Japanese 
ministers in foreign countries relative 
to the seizure of Kiaochou by Germany. 
It was decided, after a prolonged dis- 
eussion, not to meddle with the affair 
at the present time, but to await 
further developments, since nothing 
had so far transpired in Germany § ac- 
tion calculated to disturb the peace of 
the Far Bast and justify the interfer- 
ence of a third power. . 

According to the Chinese papers, 
Viceroy Chang Chit-Kung has issued a 
proclamation exhorting his people to be 
more friendly to foreigners, and warn- 
ing them that any hostility manifested 
will be severely punished. 

Commenting upon the strained rela- 
tions between Russia and Japan over 
Korea, the Chinese papers report that 
the: Japanese army is full of Russian 
spies, disguised as Japanese, and that 
the Russian army is being tampered 
with by Japanese emissaries, who are 
doing all they can to stir up disaffec- 
tion among them. 

Commenting upon the Kiaochou af- 
fair, the Asahl says that the action of 
the Germans in having suddenly seized 
Kiaochou on the pretext of the murder 
of the missionaries is outrageous, and 
that it disturbs the peace of the Far 
East, admits of no discussion. Japan, 
being near to the scene of the trouble, 
cannot regard the matter lightly. 
Sooner or later a line of policy to be 
pursued toward the affair must: be de- 
cided upon. The Foreign Office has, 
therefore, given instructions to the 
Japanese ministers in various foreign 
countries to make reports concerning 
the matter. Anyhow, the decision of 
the Germans relative to the seizure 
seems to be firm, and though Germany 
might have previously preferred it to 
Russia, it is perfectly clear that the 
action of the Germans disturbs the 
peace of the Orient. Japan must, there- 
fore, make a protest either singly or 
jointly. It appears probable that the 
government has merely decided to take 
either of ‘these steps when the time 
shall be opportune. 

Japan is indebted to Germany in 
Her military organization has been 
copied after that of Germany, and her 
constitution and local legislation are 
founded on the German system. Be- 
sides, in framing laws and édopting 
medical science, etc., Japan owes a debt 
of gratitude to Germany. Lastly, Ger- 
many now has shown Japan another 
instance of her kindness. That is in the 
seizure of Kiaochou Bay. We need not, 
says the journal, dwell upon the par- 
ticulars of her kindness here, but the 
seizure of Kiaochou may give Japan 
the right of a permanent possesion of 
Wei-Hai-Wei.

FELL FROM GRACE. 


Prominent Member of Plymouth 
Church Charged With Forgery.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—William H. 
Kent, the well-known lawyer of Brook- 
lyn, a prominent member of Plymouth 
Church, in the Sunday-school of which 
be is a teacher, and the organizer of 
the Penny Savings Bank connected with 
the Bethel Mission Sunday-School, a 
branch of Plymouth, in in jail in Brook- 
lyn, having been arrested on a warrant 
charging him with forgery. Kent is ac- 
cused by Mrs. Mary H. McCord of 
Brooklyn of falsely certifying and ac- 
knowledging a satisfaction of mortgage.

She further charged Kent with falsely 
certifying and acknowledging,the satis- 
faction of the mortgage, knbwing that 
her signature was not genuine. 

It is alleged by Mrs. McCord that 
Kent has betrayed the trust reposed 
in him by hergelf, and that he has not 
only appropriated the $1100 charged fn 
the warrant, but that he has allowed 
the taxes on the property to accumulate 
and hag used money belonging to Mrs. 
McCord’s niece and her servant, an 
elderly, frugal woman, who had been 
advised that Kent could be trusted. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Caldwell stated that 
Kent had taken no less ‘than $40,000 
from his clients. Kent is also involved 
in a difficulty over the estate of William 
Anderson, who was’ a member of the 
Plymouth Church. He left am estate 
valued at about $75,000, and in his will 
left Kent $5000 and made him sole 
executor. The heirs-at-law endeavored 
to get an accounting from Kent and, 
failing, they began a civil action in 
the Supreme Court. Former Judge Na- 
than Clement was appointed referee 
by Judge Gaynor, and the case is still 
pending. The referee’s investigations 
resulted in finding that Kent’s affairs 
were in a confused condition.

RANDSBURG, Dec. 23.—[Exclusive 


Dispatch.] The Randsburg railroad 
was completed to Johannesburg today.

This is the most importamt factor yet 
in the development of this mining dis- 
trict. Hundreds of people were present 
to see the completion of the road. 
Everybody in Johannesburg and half 
the population of Randsburg were on 
hand. The locomotive blew a long blast 
and everything that could make a noise 
chimed in. 

This moans a new era of prosperity 
for the district. Johannesburg will be 
the end of the road for a time, at least. 
Many people have been kept away be- 


cause’ of the long, cold, tiresome jour-, 


ney by stage at this end. Now travel- 
ers can board the cars at Los Angeles 
and be let down at comfortable hotels 
without change, makimg the journey in 
nine hours. The camp never looked so 
well, nor were the prospects of the 
mines ever brighter 
Regular trains will be runnimg in a 
few days, with arrangements for 
through freight. Mr. Stagg is expected 
tomorrow to open a freight office. A 
“Y”’ is being put in just east of town, 


. and will be completed tomorrow. The 


roadbed is .good and well made. The 
grades easy, the ties and iron of the 
best, and when ballasted, the road will 
be first class.

SENATOR MAHONEY DEAD. 


Prominent San Francisco Politician 
Succumbs to Cancer. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 
Senator J. H. Mahoney died this even- 
ing at the Baldwin Hotel of cancer. He 
had been afflicted with the disease for 


gome time, and several operations for 


its relief had been performed. Each 
time he rallied for a.while, but finally 
succumbed to the malady. He was a 
native of Buffalo, N. Y., and for years 
has been prominent in Sam Francisco 
politics. 

He was once superintendent of the 
House of Correction, and served for 
several terms in ‘the Legislature. 


THE CLUTE MURDER CASE. 
The Coroner’s Jury Charge Hoff 
With the Crime. eee 

- [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—Further 
testimony was heard today by Coroner 
Hawkins and a jury in the case of Mrs. 
Mary A. Clute, who Was murdered in 
her flat at No. 803 Guerrero street, De- 
cember 15. 

The rooms of the Coroner were again 
crowded when the inquest was re- 
sumed. Chief of Police Lees, Detective 
Seymour, Hoff and his attorney, Alfred 
Brand, representing the District Attor- 
ney’s office,.formed a group about the 
official desk. 3 

Officer George Russell, official 
draughtsman of the police department, 
was the first witness. He explained to 
the jury the diagrams he had drawn of 
the scene of the crime. 

Thomas McLanigen, superintendent 
of the San Mateo electric road, testi- 
fied that he had formerly occupied the 
entire house at No. 803 Guerrero street. 
He lived there three years, and until 
the ist of August last. He had never 
seen the coupling pin in his house. 
“That pin,” he said, “is used on steam 
railroads. It is not used on a road 
like ours.”’ 

‘Mayer May, No. 1615 Steiner street, 
was tthen called, and after stating that 
he was a Jewish minister, identified 
the coupling pin as one he had seen in 
his yard two years ago. 

John Frees, saloon-keeper, No. 119 
Seventh street, testified that he knew 
Hoff,. and that the latter showed him 
a wound in the left hand, and said tthat 
he had hurt his hand with a nail in a 
plank that he had picked up in the 
street. The witness told him he had 
better be careful, and offered to pour 
some whisky on the wound, but Hoff 
said he had had it dressed already. 

Henry Dirks, saloon-keeper, No. 701 
Van Ness avenue, was next sworn, and 
testified that he did not see Hoff in the 
saloon on December 15, He did see him 
there on the 16th (Thursday,) the day 
after the: murder. ,.Some one in the 
place had been reading the papers, and 
raid to Hoff-that the police were look- 
ing for a man with-a soft hat, and may 
be Hoff wes the man they were look- 
ing for. Hoff then took up a news- 
paper.and began to read it. The wit- 
ness thought that the man who had 
chaffed Hoff was mamed Decker. 

A. Goletti, fruit-vendor, Twentieth 
and Guerrero streets, related the story 
cof his having been called to the flat of 
Mrs. Clute at No. 803 Guerrero street, 
December 15, and of his having found 
the dead body of the murdered woman 
lying on: the floor. | 

Robert Geebcl, No. 703 Van Ness ave- 
mue, shceimaker, testified that he sew 
Hoff in the Cuzy Saloon, Van Ness ave- 
nue <nd Turk street, Diereck’s place, 
December 15, between 4 and 5 o'clock. 
He had no conversation with him on 
that otcasion. 

Dr. Bunnell of the Receiving Hospi- 
tal testified that he had examined the 
wound in Hoff’s hand in Chief Lee’s 
office, the day after the murder. It 
was a jagged, lacerated wound in the 
palm of the left hand, semi-circular in 
form, nine-sixteenths of an inch in 
length, and about half an inch in depth. 

At the close of the testimony the 
jurors retired, and thirty minutes later 
returned a verdict to the effect that the 
deceased came to her death on the 15th 
of December, 1897, from _ cerebral 
hemorrhage, accompanied by concus- 
sion of the brain, caused by wounds in- 
flicted by Albert Hoff. | 

The verdict further charged Albert 
Hoff with the crime of murder. The 
prisoner received the verdict stoically. 


WRECKED BY COLD.

NEW FOREST RESERVE. 


Lake Tahoe Region Recommended 
to Be Set Aside, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 23.—B. F. 
Allen, United States Special Forestry 
Agent, who was recently deputed by 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office to examine the region in the vi- 
cinity of. Lake Tahoe, with a view t® 
the setting aside of a government for- 
est reserve in that section, today filed 
a copy of his report with State Sur- 
veyor-General Wright. 

Agent Allen’s report recites that he 
has made a careful examination of the 
Lake Tahoe region, and recommends 
that a forest reservation be made to 
include townships 10 to 15 north. 
inclusive, ranges 14 to 18, east of the 
Mount Diablo meridian. | 

The townships recommended, for the 
proposed forest reserve include and 
take in the headwaters of the Ameri- 
can River and its tributaries, the Cos- 
umne River and its tributaries and the 
upper Truckee River. The report 
was filed to allow all parties interested 
to submit their views by petition or 
otherwise to the General Land Office. 


THE BOND STOLEN. 


Disappenrs Mysteriously from the 
San Jose Courthouse, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN JOSE, Dec. 23.—It was learned 
today that a $3000 bond in a criminal 
case is no longer in the custody of the 
County Clerk, and the general belief 
is that the document has been stolen. 
The bond was given in the Steve 
Wade case. Wade was convicted of 
seduction and fined $3000, with the al- 
ternative of 750 days’ imprisonment. 
His parents were wealthy and took the 
case to the Supreme Court. Pending 
a decision Wade was placed. under 
$3000 bonds and allowed his liberty.

Victoria, B. C., $50 in cash in his pock- 
ets, and some jewelry. Public Admin- 
istrator Secord has filed a petition for 
letters. 

It is believed Johnson has a sister 
in Ontario, Can.

AN ELOPEMENT SPOILED. 


COUNT ZORASTER, A RUSSIAN SEER, 
COMES TO GRIEF. 


Frank Newnham Thought the No- 
bleman Was Going to Elope 
With His Wife, Who is Alleged 
to Have Been Hypnotized, 


“Count” V. F. Zoraster, M.D., L. 
§.D., Russian seer, psychometrist, 
psychic delineator, astrologist, and sev- 
eral other wild and weirc things not 
enumerated in the city Cireciory, has 
been physically chastised, mentally 
humiliated, and cast into prison, all 
on account of a zealous husband, who 
drew the “Count” into a duel with 
fists on one of the public streets of 
the city. 

The man who has subjected “Count” 
Zoraster to such contumely is Frank 
Newnham, a manufacturer of novel- 
ties, who resides at No. 826 Rosabell 
street. Newnham says he had good 
reason to force the Russian seer into 
a physical encounter, and he only re- 
grets that the police prevented it 
from being @ finish fight, as he feels 
confident that he would have taken sat- 
isfaction out of the foreigner’s hide, 
despite the latter’s superior physical 
powers and command of occult forces. 

Newnham says the Count was y®n- 
niless when. he arrived in Los Angeles 
several months ago, and out of pure 
philanthrophy he took the stranded 
Russian nobleman into his home, giv- 
ing him his board and lodging until 
such time as he would be able to es- 
tablish himself in business and pay for 
his keeping. 

Zoraster repaid this kindness, Newn- 

ham alleges, by hypnotizing Newn- 
ham’s wife, with whom he had lived 
happily for seventeen years without 
ever a speck of trouble before’ the 
Russian psychometrist crossed his 
threshold. So completely did the Rus- 
sian get Mrs. Newnham under his 
control, the husband alleges, that she 
made frequent appointments with him 
outside her own home. 
When Newnham began to suspect 
that all was not right, he employed a 
private detective to watch the couple. 
The detective reported that they had 
planned to elope yesterday afternoon, 
and. Newnham’ concluded that the 
time had come to act. 

Meeting the Count on Wos Angeles 
street shortly before nocz, Newnham 
sailed into him with his fists. The 
Russian defended thimself in like man- 
ner, and they were putting up a pretty 
fight when Officers Jonnson and Rohn 
swooped down upon the combatants, 
and stopped the battle before either 
had scored a Knockout. 

Each bore about equal marks of the 
fray when landed at the Police Sta- 
tion. They were arraigned in the Po- 
lice Court for disturbing the peace, 
and had their-heafing set for January 
5, at 9:30 a.m. Newnham gave bail 
for his appearance in court at that 
time, but the Count, not being so for- 
tunate as to have money or friends, 
was relegated to the City Jail, and the

SHE IS NOT SIXTEEN. 


DAISY PITTROFF’S AGE MEANS 
MUCH TO CRAIG, 


Uniess He Can Prove That She is 
Older Than Her Parents Al- 
lege He May Have to Go to 
State’s Prison—Held to Answer. 


The preliminafy examination of 
Charles Craig on the charge of rape, 
in Justice Morrison's court yesterday, 
resulted in his being held to answer, 
with bail fixed at $1500. 

The Pittroff family was there in full 
force and appeared to make a sort of 
holiday affair of the occasion. 
The festivities were participated in by 
a number of female friends of Miss 
Daisy Pittroff, the victim of the al- 
leged statutory rape, and one of the 
young women added interest to the 
proceedings by fainting as the details 
of the case were being unfolded. 

The defendant, a well-dressed, re- 
spectable-looking young man, was 
formerly a waiter at the California 
Club. He was represented by J. L. 
Copeland as counsel. Attorney Hinck- 
ley, in behalf of Mrs. Pittroff, the com- 
plaining witness, assisted Deputy 
District-Attorney Chambers with the 
prosecution. 

Daisy Pittroff, a well-developed and 
fairly good-looking girl, was the first 
witness called. She testified that she 


would be 16 years old next May, and 


then in a most unblusing manne? re- 
lated the nature of her relations with 
the defendant. 

Mrs. Pittroff, the mother of the girl, 
was the next witness. She related how 
Daisy obtained employment as an 
“actress” in a music hall at Jerome, 
Ariz., through a local employment 
agency, where she appeared to be doing 
well, but in a very short time returned 
to Los Angeles and took lodgings with 
the defendant, Craig, at the Euclid 
Ejouse on North Main street. Mrs. 
Pittroff herself found the girl there 
with Craig in a room that was sepa- 
rated only by folding doors from a 
room in which two or three other men 
slept. She wanted the girl to come 
home, but she refused. Craig, when 
asked his intentions, said they were 
honorable, and that after living with 
Daisy a while, he might marry: her it 
she kept straight. This did not satisfy 
the mother, so she caused the arrest of 
Craig on the charge of rape. 

Mrs. Pittroff was closely cross-ex- 
amined on the subject of Daisy’s ase. 
She insisted that she was not yet 16 
years of age, but gave May 15, 1881, as 
the date of her birth, which would 
make her past 16, hence above the age 
of consent when her illicit relations 
with Craig are alleged to have com- 
menced. The defense tried in every 
way to show that Mrs. Pittroff was by 
no means certain as to the date of her 
daughter’s birth. Mrs. Pittroff ad- 
mitted that she was not good at re- 
membering dates. Daisy mfght have 
been born in 1881 or 1882, but she was 
certain that she would not be 16 before 
the 15th of next May. 

J. W. Pittroff, the father of the girl, 
testified that she was born May 1b, 


The prosecution then introduced an 
affidavit made by ‘Mrs. Pittroff during 
her suit: for divorce in which she gave 
the dates of birth of all of her child- 
ren, and Daisy’s was set down as 
May 15, 1882. Mrs. Pittroff, on being 
recalled, stated that the figures in that 
affidavit were undoubtedly true, as she 
had data at her command at that time 
with which to refresh her memory. 
The defense objected to the admissi- 
bility of this evidence, but the objec- 
tion was overruled. 

This concluded the case for the prose- 
cution. The defense offered no evi- 
dence, but moved that the complaint 
be dismissed. Justice Morrison de- 
nied the motion and ordered the de- 


Jfendant to be held to answer to the

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FIGHTING THE FROST. 


EXPERIENCE OF AN AMATEUR 
SMUDGER IN A NURSERY. 


How the Rancher Applies Brains, 
Energy and Jadgment to His 
Hasiness—An Episode of the 
Cold Snap. 


[FROM A SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR.] 

Looking from Mt. Lowe down upon 
the San Gabriel Valley, any time efter 
midnight during the late cold snap, one 
might well suppose himself gazing upon 
the camp fires of a besieging army. 
Rows of bonfires. lined the roadways 
and defiled through orchards, and 
shadowy forms of men with pitchforks 
moving to and fro might well be mis- 
taken for sentries on their beats. Low- 
lying smoke covered the whole, and 
heightened the deception. An army it 
was, and in earnest hattle; peaceful 
citizens fighting for their homes, striv- 
ing in obstinate warfare with Jack 
Frost for the life of their orchards, and 
the next season’s profits. 

Various methods were employed to 
keep the chill from striking the trees, 
In Riverside, it is said, soft soal has 
| been found to give the best results in 
smudging; the Riverside ranchers hay- 


damp straw, and afterward giving a 
trial to crude petroleum, placed in cans 
with a little lint, fope strands or such 
loose wick-like matter ¢o hold the flame, 
The oil was found to smut the trees 
and fruit to some extent, but gave bet- 
ter results than the straw, 

Going home Saturday evening, I 
found the owner of 40,000 unbudded or- 
ange nursery trees planning his morn- 
ing campaign. Insatiable curiosity 
prompted me to ask if I might turn out 
and watch the process, . 

“I'll tell you what,” said my friend, 
“T'll give you good money if you'll take 
a hand and help us. I have three na- 


disappoint us—so few of them can be 
depended upon.” - 

I agreed at once (the prosperity 
breakers haven't “throwed"” me very 
high on the beach as yet.) We turned 
in early, and routed out at midnight 
to find the ground covered with frost. 
On each of the four sides of the tract 
of four acres and following the irriga- 
tion ditch through the center, .were 
piles of brush flanked by piles of dry, 
fine manure. There were only we two 
~—the Mexicans turned over and went 
to sleep; all but one, who came after 
we had the fires started. As the brush 
blazed up we sifted the fine manure on 
top, making a thick smoke, which set- 
tled down over the small trees.’ It kept 
us hustling to cover those five beats 
and keep ‘the fires just right. Smoking 
a nursery is a good deal like politics, 
or like running a department store: 
the man who can get the most smoke 
out of the least fire.is the man who 
succeeds. We had no time to take 
notes or to watch the stars. Toward 
morning it grew colder, and I wished 
for a thermometer. At last the east- 
ern sky, showed rose tints; we made 
one more round and left the Mexican 
to tend the fires till sunrise. The frost 
was gone from the trees, anda@hey were 
all right. 

Next night we had piles of straw 
with green pepper boughs and the dry 
manure. This made a heavy smudge, 
and was easier to handle. The mer- 
cury showed 28 deg. at 2:30 a.m. We 
got it up to 30, then the wind fell and 
she dropped to 24. We had four men 
this time, and it was colder, with less 
frost. ‘ 

Tuesday morning three of us looked 
after the twenty-five or thirty fires. 
Experience had now taught us to make 
a big, hot fire, and scatter the light, 
loose manure over it, so as to keep 
the blaze down. In this way we kept 
the ground covered and had a little 
time to rest. The novelty of the thing 
was gone, and it was tiresome and 
monotonous. The crescent moon Isomed 
big as it rose in the east; Orion 
meandered leisurely down the western 
slope (“They’s Irish everywhere,” said 
the man from Missouri,) and the big 
dipper emptied itself over the polar 
star. The thermometer measured 25, 
then 28,then 26,upagain to 29, down to 
24. Then we got a move on, and 
rushed it up to 30, leaving it at #4 as 
dawn broke. 

Wednesday morning was mostly a 
repetition of Tuesday. As we sat 
warming our fingers at a big blaze, 
seven hobos crawled out from a straw 
pile in the field across the road. 
They shivered, brushed off the straw, 
and then hustled, with seven varieties 
of hobo slouching gait, over to our fire. 

“The Hotel de Bum had a small 
crowd last night,” said the man from 
Missouri. “I’ve seen as high as fifteen 
tumbling up out of that pile.” 

“Doggoned cold bed,’’ said one shiver- 


out to catch all the heat pessible. 

After leaving the orcnard, on enter- 
ing the barn at the front door, three 
pairs of heels showed just outside the 
back door—three more wanderers. The 
dog had chased one over the gate in 
the evening, making a total of eleven 
in one night—and not a geod night for 
tramps either. 

A gentleman who has heen at Riv- 
erside and over most of the San Ga- 
briel Valley pronounced our nursery 
in better condition than any he 
seen, and much better than was to 
be expected. 

Thursday night was nut so cold—ft 
was really hardly necessary to keep up 
the fires, but we took no chances. 
This was my last night’s experiences. 

I have a higher respect for the Im- 
dustry and generalsh'p of the success- 
ful rancher than I had before. It fs 
not hard to see why so manv fail fin 
this line: they do not realize that 
brains, energy, expericnce and judg- 
ment are the prerequisites of success 
where “nature dees the work,” as 
well as in the more artificial vocae 
tions.

KLONDIKE RELIEF. 

The action of the government in 
providing for the relief of the Klon- 
dike gold-seekers, or such of them as 
may be in giistress, has been prompt, 
and there is little doubt that the meas- 
ures taken will be effective. Within 
a few days vast stores of provisions 
will be on the way to the new El 
Dorado. The difficulties of forwarding 
these supplies to the Upper Yukon dis- 
trict at this time of the year will 
necessarily be great. But all difficul- 
ties will be overcome, and the needy 
adventurers will be saved from the 
fate which their own rashness has in- 
vited. 

There are some persons—not many— 


who argue that the sending of relief 


to Klondike, under government aus- 
pices, is ill-advised and unwarranted. 
These men, they say, went into the 
Arctic region at their own risk, and 
with full knowledge of the dangers 
which awaited them; and that the 
government is under no obligations, 
legal or moral, to rescue them from 
the consequences of their own folly. 
As an abstract proposition all this 
may be literally true. But the obliga- 
tion of humanity is higher and more 
imperative than all other considera- 
Some thousands of American 
citizens are in danger of starvation in 
a region remote from the centers of 
civilization, and the dangers of a rig- 
orous climate are superadded to the 
dangers of starvation. The fact that 
these men are in imminent danger is 
enough to warrant the sending of an 
expedition for their relief. It is no 
time for parleying over the question 
of responsibility for the predicament 
in which they find themselves. The 
true and humane policy is to relieve 
the suffering as soon as possible, and 
to discuss the responsibility afterward. 
As a matter of fact, the sending of 
relief to the Klondike argonauts is not 
altogether an . eleemosynary affair. 
There is an abundance of gold in the 
Yukon region, but a scarcity of pro- 
visions. The supplies forwarded by 


the government ought to command 


good prices, and should be sold at a 
sufficient advance over first cost to 
cover all the expensesof transportation. 
The government ought to come out of 
the transaction without financial loss, 
and such will be the probable result. 
The Klondikers will willingly ex- 
change gold for fresh provisions and 
clothing. These will be more valuable 
to them than the precious metal, 
which will neither sustain life nor pro- 
tect their bodies against the rigors of 
the Arctic winter. 

Cases of real destitution, where per- 
sons are unable to purchase supplies, 
should be relieved, and will be re- 
lieved, free of cost to the recipients. 
But even in such cases there should 
be a pledge of repayment to the gov- 
ernment, so soon as the recipient finds 
himself in better circumstances. Such 
pledges would in the majority of cases 
be redeemed by those who were for- 
tunate enough to acquire the means of 
repayment, and the government could 
afford to cancel the obligation in the 
cases of the unfortunate ones. 

There is a fair presumption, there- 
fore, that the $200,000 appropriated by 
Congress for the relief of the Klon- 
dikers will not be a dead loss to the 
government. The prospect is good, in 
fact, that it will be returned to the 
government in full, after having ac- 
complished the mission of mercy to 
which it has been dedicated. 


The execution of Col. Ruiz, the 
Spanish officer who invaded the camp 
of the Cuban insurgents bearing the 
olive branch of autonomy, doubtless 
created displeasure in the minds of the 
people of Spain, as did the hanging 
of one Maj. André upon an occasion 
recorded in history; but the officer 
was fairly warned in advance as to 
what he might expect, and only met 
the fate of the man who carries dis- 
honorable propositions into military 
lines where he was not welcome. The 
next man who goes out from Havana 
to proselyte the valiant men who are 
battling for liberty will probably 
think better of it, and not go at all. 


Whatever else may be said about 
the Emperor William, it cannot be 
maintained successfully that he doés 
not add to the gayety of nations.-When 
he is not appearing in vaudeville he 
does a melodrama, and when a little 
country like Hayti is concerned, he 
essays tragedy; but he is always do- 
ing something to excite the risabilities 
or some other emotion, and without 
him the world would be shy one of its 
most picturesque features. But if he 
goes to getting gay with Uncle Sam 
there will be no end to the warmth 
of the time in the old town tonight: 


ENGLAND'S ISOLATION. 

A noteworthy feature of the recent 
events in the Orient, which seem des- 
tined to be the beginning of a history- 
making epoch, is the fact that En- 
gland has not even been consulted. 
Russia and Germany have taken the 
lead in the occupation of Chinese ter- 
ritory, and France, as the close aily of 
Russia, though by no means friendly 
to Germany, may be counted upon to 
sustain the Czar in whatever policy 
he may choose to pursue in the Orient, 
and to claim a share of the spoils 
when there are spoils to divide. The 
other European powers have not yet 
shown their hands; but it is safe to 
say that when they do so, their influ- 
ence will not be on the side of En- 
gland. The latter nation is cutting a 
very small figure in the concert of 
Europe at the present time. 

Protests from England against the 
arbitrary action of Germany and Rus- 
sia are not wanting; but, figuratively 
speaking, they ‘“‘cut no ice.” At least, 
they have had no effect thus far in the 
proceedings. Later on the case may be 
different, for England is too powerful 
a nation to be ignored in such an af- 
fair with impunity. The English pro-. 
tests, thus far, have been not so much 
against the Russo-German invasion of 
the Levant, as against the proposed 
ulivision of the pie without giving 
John Bull a piece. This is the one 
thing which it will be extremely hard 
for the Britisher to overlook. As a 
broad, general proposition, if there is 
any territory to be gobbled up, any- 
where on the face of the globe, John 
Bull feels wronged and outraged un- 
less he is awarded a liberal slice 
thereof. 

Present indications are that when 
the Chinese empire is divided up 
among the European powers, Great 
Britain will get no share unless she 
fights for it. And it is by no means 
certain that she could secure a share, 
even by force of arms. The anti-En- 
glish combination is likely to prove 
too powerful for effective resistance. 

The first armed conflict will be be- 
tween Russia and Japan. Unaided, 
Japan will be helpless against the 
Muscovite and his allies. Will En- 
gland dare espouse the Mikados cause? 
It is doubtful. Such a course would 
bring on one of the most tremendous 
conflicts of modern times, with the 
odds heavily against the Japanese- 
English cause. The hazard of defeat 
would be too great for England to 
incur. 

New events may change the situation 
at any time. But as matters stand at 
present, the isolation of England is 
painfully conspicuous, and there is no 
immediate prospect that she will get 
into a more advantageous position. 


New York now has a milk trust; 
but let us: be thankful, for the sake of 
the babies, that it dces not embrace 
‘the human fount of supply. The in- 
dividual man continues to do that in 
the good, old-fashioned, whole-souled, 
warm-hearted way that has been go- 
ing on for some centuries, and that 
continues to be just as much fun for 
all cancerned as it was when ‘Time 
was young. 


Italy also wants a piece of the Chi- 
nese pie while it is being passed 
around, and is going to send a squad- 
ron into the waters of that country 
in order to be on hand when the carv- 
ing begins. If there is any other na- 
tion that is hungry for territory, now 
is its time to speak up; they can all 
have our share, as we have all the 
Chinese we want right here at home. 


The news which came along yester- 
day that Japan will not oppose the an- 
nexation of Hawaii wili enable the 
Americen people to enjoy Christmas 
with unusual zest. It is so kind of 
the little brown fellow to do this 
thing and save us from walking the 
floor all through the joyful hours of 
the holy holiday.

SECRETARY GAGE TO GOMPERS. 
The open Jetter written by Secretary 
Gage to Gompers, president of tne 
Federation of Labor, is admirabie 
alike in manner and in matter. The 
absolute sincerity of the writer 1s 
manifest in every sentence, and the 
truths which he puts into words so 
gracefully cannot be controveried. 
The Secretary truly says that if the 
gold standard, by which all values 
have been measured,in the United 
States for the past sixty years, is 
inimical to the laboring classes, it is 
inimical to all classes, The mistaken 
idea has been fostered by such men as 
Gompers and Debs, that the people of 
this nation are divided into “classes,” 
and that. these so-called classes are 
arrayed against each other in an at- 
titude of deadly hostility. This idea, 
industriously disseminated by dema- 


_fogues who pose as the friends and 


champions of labor, is responsible for 
more than half the labor controversies 
which have brought loss and discredit 
to thousands of American laboring 
men during the past generation. It is 
both false and pernicious: The inter- 
ests of the American people are ho- 
mogeneotis. A policy which is bene- 
ficial ta one, is in a broad sense bene- 
ficial to all. The preservation ‘of the 
soundness of our money is even more 
a to the welfare of laboring 
men than to that of capitalists, manu- 
facturers, merchants or bankers, A 
fluctuating and uncertain currency 
would m¢an merely financial loss to 
men of means; to the wage-earner it 
would mean deprivation and possible 
suffering for the necessaries of life. 

No more monstrous assumption was 
ever thrust upon the credulity of the 
public than the assumption that labor- 
ing men would be benefited by the 
breaking down of the gold standard 
and the substitution therefor of the 
silver standard. Such a revolution 
would bring general disaster, and 
Wwage-earners would be the severest 
sufferers. 

There is clean-cut but gentle sar- 
casm in that passage of Secretary 
Gage’s ietter in which he says: 

“If instead of denunciatory resolu- 
tions, which are not arguments, you 
or any one on your behalf will show 
that the views I entertain and advo- 
cate are other than salutary to the 
great economic body of which we are 
all independent members, I will aban- 
don them without hesitation.” 

This is a challenge which is not 
likely to be accepted. Facts and argu- 
ments are things which Gompers and 
his associates da, not deal in exten- 
sively. Denunciation, vituperation, 
calumny and general misinformation 
are more in their line. If they reply 
at all to Secretary Gage’s courteous 
letter, it will probably be by further 
and senseless denunciation. 


Secretary Gage’s reply is in good 
temper, logical and dignified—far more 
so than the source of the outburst de- 
serves, as the walking delegate is not 
a man to be convinced by reason or 
logic. The only possible way to get 
an economic idea or any other sensi- 
ble idea into the head of him is with 
a club. The able Secretary of the 
Treasury, in treating Mr. Gompers and 
his associate Restingmen as people to 
be convinced by talking common 
sense is casting pearls before swine, 
for it is not their aim or purpose to 
be reasonable, logical or considerate 
of opinion from men of wisdom, edu- 
cation and experience. Such men as 
Gompers doubtless serve some great 
purpose of the Almighty, but just ex- 
actly what that purpose is the Lord 
alone can tell. 


If the nickel-in-the-slot machines 
cannot be gotten rid of in any other 
way, let the City Council fix a tax 
on them of $25 or $50 a month. They 
certainly ought to be made to pay 
well for being permitted to continue 
operations, if they are to continue, 
which they should not.

FIRE AND EXPLOSION

CAUSE A PANIC IN A BIG CROWD 
AT CHICAGO. 


Windows, Gratings and Manholes 
Hurled Through the Air—Many 
People Injured, a Police Captain 
Probably Fatally—Million-dollar 
Fire at Cleveland. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—Fire broke out 
shortly after 4 o’clock this afternoon 
in the basement of the five-story build- 
ing at No. 104 Madison street, the first 
floor and basement of which are occu- 
pied by the Tosetti Café and Restaur- 
ant Company, and the second floor by 
the billiard parlors of Frank Mussey. 
A crowd of people gathered on the 
sidewalk in front of the building to 
watch the work of the firemen. About 
a dozen policemen were busily en- 


gaged in pushing .back the throng, 
when a terrific explosion of natural 


gas took place. The building was 


gratings, sidewalk lights and manhole 
covers were hurled into the air and 
fell among the crowd. Dozens of 
persons were thrown from their feet, 
and twenty-three were injured. Of 
these Police Captain Thomas O’Connor 
was the only one seriously hurt. He 
was burned about the head, face and 
body, and may die. The others who 
were injured sustained burns about the 
head and face and more or less pain- 
ful bruises. 

The explosion caused a wild panic in 
the street, and in the frantic rush for 
saftey many people were thrown down 
and trampled upon. That many were 
not killed and many more injured was 
little short of a miracle. 

Mussey’s billiard parlors were filled 
witk players when the explosion came, 
and the men who had paid little or no 
attention to the small blaze in the 
basement appreciated the situation at 
its proper valué when the windows 
went sdiling into the street and plas- 
ter began to come down on their reads. 
The rush in the street was duplicated 
by the excited billiard players, as they 
plunged down the stairs for safety and 
into the outer air. Many of them 
escaped by the stairway, some took 
to the fire escape and those who were 
late or who deliberated as to the best 
way of egress were taken out by the 
firemen. The fire spread through the 
building with great rapidity after the 
explosion, and within ten minutes it 
was blazing fiercely. Call after call 
for additional engines was sent by 
Chief Swenie, but the fire could only 
be reached in front and rear, and was 
difficult of access. The severe weather 
caused much of the water to freeze, 
and within an hour the building re- 
sembled an icéberg with a furnace in 
its interior. 

The burning building is within fifty 
feet of the intersection of Dearborn and 
Madison streets, where the loops of the 
West Side and: North Side cable lines 
intersect, and from «the time the fire 
broke out until after midnight traffic 
was entirely suspended on both lines. 

The loss is estimated at $125,000, of 
Which $90,000 will fall on the Tosetti 
company, $20,000 on Mussey, and $15,- 
000 on Morris. Rosenfeld, the owner 
of the building. 

The Grand Union Hotel, which 
backed up against the Tosseti struc- 
ture, the two forming a right angle, 
was damaged to the extent of $2000. 
The building is owned by Chief Justice 


Fuller of the Supreme Court of 
United States. 


BENZINE EXPLODED. 


Accident Caused ai Millien-doller 
Fire at Cleveland. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT .] 
CLEVELAND (0O.,) Dec. 23.—Fire 
broke out in the business center of 
the city at 5 o’clock this afternoon, 
and, fanned by the high northwest 
wind, destroyed property worth more 
than half a million dollars. The Power 
Block on Frankfort street, owned by 
J. B. Perkins, six stories high and 
made of brick, was consumed above 
the second story, and tne zear of the 
brick Wilshire Block, six stories high, 
owned also by Mr. Perkins, fronting 

on Superior street, was »urned. 

The fire started by tne éxplosion of 
a large can of benzine in the litho- 
graphing establishment of Johns & 
Co., in the Power Block. Windows 
were blown out, and several emplcyés 
escaped with difficulty by the fire es- 
capes, and a bridge leading to the 
Wilshire Block. The loss of Johns & 
Co. is $50,060, covered by. insurance. 
The other occupants of the buildirg 
were small manufacturing concerns. 
The block was worth about $200,000. 
The roof of the power-house of the 
Century building was demolished by 
a falling wall. The J Hudson 
clothing-house and the offices in the 
Wilshire building were damaged some- 
what by fire. and to a ereater extent 
by water. The Wilshire bvilding is 
damaged to the extent of $20,000. A 
large part of the stock of J. L. Hud- 
son, valued at $250,000, is damaged, 
but is amply insured. 

The losses will be much heavier than 
at first estimated, and it ts believed 
they will come close to a million dol- 
lars. The principal losers are Johns 


& (Co., lithorraphers, Power lock, 
$25,000; J. LL. Hudson, clethier, on 
stock, $100.000: J, B. Perkins, on 


Power Block, $100,000: J. B. Perkins, 
on Blackstone building, $40,000: J. B. 
Perkins. on Wilshire building, $20 000: 
Ee C. Rouse, on Century building, $30,- 


The losses of the secures of tenants. 
especially in the Power and Blackstone 
buildings, the latter of which was oc- 
cypied mainly by lawvers with their 
ec@tly libraries, will be very heavy. 
About 75 per cent. of the losses are 
covered by insurance. 

Lieut. McFeelers of the fire depart- 
ment fell threugh the floor in one of 
the buildings and was baaly, though 
not fatally, hurt. The fire was under 
control at 9 o'clock.

Rush of Travel from Australia—Red’ 
D Steamer Curacoa Sold for 
the Alnskan Trade—An 
Army Pack-train, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec. 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The three Tacoma 
shipbuilding firms are busily engaged 
qn nine steamers destined for use on 
the Yukon River and Lakes Bennett 
and Teslin. Boston men have ordered 
the Tacoma Iron Works to build a 
steamer sixty-five feet long and fifteen 
feet beam, costing, with furnishings, 
$10,000. A prospecting party of eighteen 
men will use her on the Yukon. She 
will be knocked down for shipping 
north. The same works are building 
a seventy-foot steamer for use on Lake 
Benhett. She will carry forty pas- 
sengers, besides towing freight barges 
and logs. ? 

The sawmill for Lake Bennett of 10,- 
000 feet daily capacity, is nearly fin- 
ished. At this shipyard the first Yukon 
Steamer of the Yukon-Puget Sound 
Trading and Transportation Company 
is also building. She will be 134 feet 
in length, and equipped with powerful 
machinery. 


The Seattle and North American 
Commercial Company has just con- 
tracted with Capt. F. Beutlich for 
building here two large Nght-draught 
Yukon steamers. Work on the first 
one was started today. They will be 
150 feet long, 30 feet beam. and 
5 deep, with a capacity of 200 pas 
sengers and 300 tons of freight. One 
will be named the Uranie, and Capt. 
Beutlich will also superintend the con- 
struction of a Yukon steamer 135 ieet 
long and 30 feet wide, which the 
Tacoma and Klondike Transportation 
Company has contracted for. 

A third shipyard is being established 
near Ocean dock by the Ollard brothers, 
who have received a contract for 
building three steamers to be operated 
on Lake Teslin and the Upper Yukon 
by the Stickeen and Teslin Transpor- 
tation Company. They will be 
55 feet long and ‘12 feet, wide, 
carrying 125 passengers and consider- 
able freight. Parties in Chicago, New 
York and Missouri are negotiating 
with local shipbuilders for several more 
Yukon steamers. 

ARMY PACK-TRAIN.

CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) Dec! 23.—Orders 
were received ‘here at 7 o’clock last 
evening by the quartermaster of the 
Eighth United States Infantry to have 
the army pack-train of the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, stationed here, 
leave for Alaska at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.

PASSENGERS FROM DAWSON. 


They Bring No Gold, Only Stories 
of Dawson,

TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec, 23.—Among 
the passengers fromm Dawson who came 
down on the City of Seattle tonight 
are Col. Lemphere and M. P. Gregory 


D. P. Gardener of Oconomowoc, Wis., 
and T. B. Denny of Roslyn, Wash. 


| Quinland, Gardener and Denny came 


out from Dawson, having left that 
place November 4. They walked all 
the way and carried their food on their 
backs and on sleds. They occupied a 
little more than forty days on the 
trip. Mr. Gardener says nobody is go0- 
ing to starve in Dawson this winter. 

There will be a shortage of some sup- 
plies, such as flour and coffee, but 
there is a great abundance of meat and 
plenty of other food to last-everybody 
in camp all winter. Mr. Gardener and 
his companions made the trip out with- 
out any trouble, although they struck 
some weather that sent the mercury 
65 deg. below zero. This was on the 
exposed mountain tops and did not 
last long or cause them any’ incon- 
venience. 

These men say there will be no great 
difficulty in getting into Dawson all 
winter if the roads and the weather 
do not get worse than now. They re- 
pert the country as being rich with 
gold and say new and valuable dis- 
coveries are being made every few 
days. No gold was brought out by 
any of the men, who came down on 
the City of Seattle. 

Col. Lamphere and Gilbert bought 
two mines within fifty miles of Juneau, 
which will be worked by a company 
with a capital of $1,000,000. These gen- 
tlemen say work is being rushed on 
the Dyea aerial railway and also on 
the Skaguay trail and that both will 
be in shape for the miners to pass 
over in the early spring. 

' NEWS FROM THE NORTH.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 23.—Three 

miners from Dawson City arrived here 
on the City. of Seattle. They were D. P.

SPAIN’S SENTIMENT TOWARD US 
UNDERGOING A CHANGE, 


All on Account of the America... 
Press Condemning the Execu- 
tion of Ruiz—Appearance of a 
Warship Frightens Havana, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MADRID, Dec. 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The manner in which the Ameri- 
can press has condemned the execution 
ef Lieut.-Col. Ruiz has awakened in 
Spain sentiments of sympathy, tend- 
ing favorably to modify the relations 
between the two counties. The minis- 
ters and statesmen consider the moment 
propitious for arriving at an accord 
between Spain and the United States 
that would speedily putt an end to the 
war in Cuba. They hope the Washing- 
ton government will loyally adhere to 
the promises of President McKinley’s 
message, making it understood, ag did 
Gen. Grant, that only censure and rig- 
orous application of law must be ex- 
pected by those conspiring on Ameri- 
can territory against a friendly nation. 

They consider that the Cuban recep- 
tion of the autonomy scheme and the 
concessions made by Sefiorn Palma im- 
pose an imperative duty to do every- 
thing pcesible to prevent bloodshed 
and destruction of property in Cuba. 


THE KILLING OF RUIZ, 
Insurgents Losing Chances’ fur 
; America’s Intervention, — 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Indignation 
over the killing of Col. Ruiz is still 
intense in Havana, says the Herald 
correspondent. Many are disposed to 
blame Gen. Blanco, alleging that he 
forced Col. Ruiz to go in spite of the 
latter’s protestations that it - meant 
certain death. . 

This story is improbable, but its cir- 
culation served to arouse a very ugly 
feeling among the firernen, of whom 
Col. Ruiz was once chief, and by 
whom he was adored. This bitter feel- 
ing is intensified-by a story that Col. 
Ruiz contributed to the support of 
Col. Arangueren’s mother, and that 
only a few days before his death sent 
her $5 at Col. Arangueren’s persona! 
request, 

All accounts agree that Arangueren 
Was personally opposed to the inflic- 
tion of the extreme penalty, and would 
have saved Ruiz, but his own life 
would have been sacrificd had he re- 
fused immediate compliance with the 
orders of his superior. 

A cable has been received, stating 
that Gen. Lee has been instructed by 
Secretary of State Sherman to notify 
Gen. Gomez and the ecrner rebel lead- 
ers, that they need expect no Ameri- 
can sympathy, if they continue to per- 
mit firing on flags of truce. 

Gen. Lee said he neu received no 
instructions, and added that he knew 
of no instance of the display of a 
flag of truce during this war. It has 
never been claimed by the Spanish au- 
thorities that Ruiz was under a flag 
of truce, that institu:rton being un- 
known to the Spanish army in Cuba— 
its use being interdicted, as involving 
a recognition of the insurgents as 
belligerents. This is so widely known 
that the Spanish, while denouncing the 
killing as an act of savegery, frankly 
admit that Col. Ruiz was under no

THOUSANDS COMING. 


A RUSH OF TOURISTS FROM THE 
EAST CERTAIN. 


The Limited Train Service Has 
Every Berth Sold Up to Febru- 
ary 1 for California—The .Scalp- 
ers Bill. 


In a recent issue the Chicago Times- 
Herald says: j 

“Santa Fé officials declare that the 
travel of tourists to the California re- 
sorts and the Southwest has increased 
this year fully one-third as compared 
with the fall and early winter of 1396. 
They attribute the increase solely to 
the fact that times are less hard and 
money more plentiful. Nearly ali this 
business is of first class, and comprises 
people who will return to the East after 
the winter has passed. There has been, 
however, a large increase in second- 
class and one-way business. 

“This travel is now at its height, and 
the Santa Fé passenger men declare 
that every berth in. their fast Cali- 
fornia trains is reserved up to tne first 
day of February. On that account it 
has become necessary to adi another 
train, and the California ‘flyer’ will 
leave here three times a week instead 
of two as heretofore. Last winter two 
trains.a wéCk were all that the traffic 
would stand.” 

“The above statement is quite true,” 
said Assistant. General Passenger 
Agent Gregory. “The travelers are.of 
a class who stay together until they 
reach the Southwest, or California 
proper, and then they scatter out here, 
there and everywhere, and only reach 
Los Angeles by tens and twenties. In 
this way the large increase of incom- 
ing tourists is not noticed as it was 
during the boom days, but the people 
are here, and the hotel registers every- 
where will show it. As soon as the hol- 
idays are over the travel will rapidly 
increase. Thousands have their trips 
planned and only wait to spend Christ- 
mas at home before starting for the 
Land of Sunshine. 

“Another thing that has helped bring 
tourists to California this year is the 
greatly improved train service, both in 
equipment and time made. ‘The ‘lim- 
iteds’ now running from Chicago to Los 
Angeles are as fine trains as are run on 
any eastern road, and the time is being 


pense is less than ever before.” 

In this connection the Railway Age, 
speaking of the fast time being made 
by western railroads, says: 

“Nearly two thousand men have been 
placed at work on the recently-acquired 
Atlantic and Pacific from Albuquerque 
to Los Angeles, now known as _ the 
Santa Fé Pacific. The roadbed will be 
rock-ballasted, new steel will he laid, 
and other improvements introduced. 

“It is claimed that with 75 to 90- 
pound rails, and the new lava-ballast 
fortheSantaFé Pacific thetime between 
Chicago and Los Angeles, which is 
now seventy-one hours, can be shaved 
down to sixty-five hours. The lava- 
ballast is a soft iron stone found in 
Arizona. 

“The new equipment is now being 
built in the Santa Fé shops. It is the 
purpose of the management, when the 
locomotives are completed, to scale 
down every existing schedule.” 

THE ANTI-SCALPER BILL 

At a recent meeting of the Senate 
Committee on Insterstate Commerce to 
consider the bill intrgduced in Congress 
to abolish the business of ticket-secalp- 
ing or ticket brokerage, George M. Mc- 
Kenzie, representing the ticket brokers 
of the United States, appeared before 
the committee and made some astound- 
if true. The ticket 
brokers in Los Angeles say that Mr. 
McKenzie’s statements apply to this 
and other Coast cities with as much 
force as they do to the ticket-scalping 
business back East, so far as the man- 
ner of obtaining business is concerned. 
McKenzie, in his talk to the Senate 
committee, said 95 per cent of the busi- 
ness of the brokers was done with the 
companies. Referring to the effect of 
the bill, if it should become a law, Mr. 
McKenzie said it would cost the travel- 
ing public, according to a calculation he 
had made, an average of $5,875,000 per 
year. This calculation was made upon 
the basis that the brokers sell 20 per 
cent. of the tickets used, and that they 
Save the customers an average of 12% 
per cent. 

Senator Lindsay asked if this saving 
was not at the expense of the pccple 
from whom they buy. 

‘We buy from the railroads,” -Mr. 
McKenzie replied. He declared that 
the ticket brokers did not buy stolen 
or forged tickets. 

In this connection, the fact that a 
scheme to defraud the Santa "4 Com- 
pany by the use of forged mileage 
books was recently discovered by the 
Santa Fé officials, and one of the prime 
movers arrested as a result, is of inter- 
est. The party under arrest is John

COPPER RIVER PROSPECTORS. 


Fooled by Promoter of the Expedi- 
tion, but Hopeful. 

H. E. Willis of Los Angeles writes 
from Eyak, Alaska, under date of De- 
cember 2, that he and eight others are 
preparing to start across the mountains 
for Copper River as soon as_ the 
weather will permit. ‘‘We arrived here 
last Wednesday,” he says, “and were 
unloaded forty miles from our destina- 
tion, notwithstanding the vigorous ob- 
jections of our party, some of whom 
would have dealt out summary punish- 
ment to ‘the chief promoter of the expe- 
dition had not cocler heads interceded. 
Of course he needed a good drubbing, 
but I did notcome tothis country to 
get into a scrap that would make me a 
fugitive from justice. Had we been 
landed at the mouth of Copper River, 
or at the poirft promised, it would 
have saved us a great deal of hard la- 
bor. We shall have to cuta trail 
through dense timber for a distance of 
six miles and cross a high mountain 
range. There is no doubt as to the 
richness of the country bordering the 
head waters of Copper River, but we 
are unable to get any information from 
the Indians at all reliable. It is a fact, 
however, that there is a region rich in 
coarse gold, as is evidenced by the 
nuggets in the possession of the na- 
tives. 

“A very serious drawback to pros- 
pecting for quartz is the moss that 
covers the ground so densely as to ren- 
der the tracing of float uncertain and 
expensive. People should not come 
here expecting to find gold lying 
around loose. We have seen instances 
where persons came here without the 
utensils necessary for mining, firm in 
the belfef that the gold could be picked 
up, and only uneasy. because of the 
possible lack of storage.”

Crops and Markets. 


HE past week has been an anxious 
one for the citrus-fruit growers of 
Southern California, few of whom 


‘ enjoyed much sleep during the early 


part of the week, when the thermom- 
eter in some of the orange-growing 
sections was several degrees below the 
freezing point, for two or three nights. 
As usual, it ignmot so simple a thing 
as might be expected to ascertain the 
real amount of injury that has been 
done to the citrus-fruit crop. The 
Erowers are naturally averse to ad- 
mitting that any damage has been done 
to their fruit, upon which their income 
for the year may chiefly depend, and 
this feeling is shared by all the business 
people of a section which depends 
mainly for its support upon the citrus- 
fruit industry. It might be supposed 
that the question of whether oranges 
have been frozen or not could easily 
be settled by a glance, but this is not 
s0. The damage to the fruit does not 
make its appearance to the eye until 
some little time later. It will not, there- 
fore, be until after New Year's that an 
accurate estimate of the amount of 
Gamage done by the frost can be 
‘made. 
judged, from trust- 
worthy reports, and records of tem- 
perature from thermometers which 
Were placed among trees in the or- 
chards, not on a sheltered porch, it 
may be said that while there is un- 
doubtedly a considerable quantity of 
fruit that has been frozen, yet, as Was 
the case two years ago, the frost dam- 
age has been mainly confined to sec- 
tions of lowland which have been 
plainly mapped out as dangerous for 
citrus fruits during previous visits of 
Jack Frost. As The Times has stated, 
over and over again, the question of 
raising citrus fruits in Southern Cali- 
fornia is no longer a gamble, as it was 
twenty years ago, but a plain business 
proposition. There sections in 
Southern California where an orange 
has never been injured by frost. These 
are quite limited, and land there, of 
course, commands a high price. There 
are other sections where, perhaps, once 
in a decade an exceptionally severe 
frost may do some damage. Then, 
again, there are sections where orange 
trees have been planted that are vis- 
ited more or less by frost every lear. 
It would pay the orange-growers of 
Southern Califernia to club together 
and buy those orchards which are lo- 
cated in the lagt-named sections, and 
dig up the trees, plapting the ground 
to walnuts, alfalfa or some other hardy 
crop, to which it is adapted. The in- 
jury done to the reputation of Southern 
California as an orange-growing section 
by the inevitable freezing of a small 
percentage of the orange crop in the 
lowlands, whenever there is an excep- 
tionally severe freeze, is very great, as 
a@ majority of outsiders, either wilfully 
or through ignorance, are in the habit 
of referring to such a visitation of frost 
as if it were general throughout the en? 
tire citrus-fruit growing region of 


Southern California, whereas, the fact 


is that probably not more than 10 per 
cent. of the crop has been affected, and 
this, as stated, mainly in sections where 
no wise fruit-grower would nowadays 


* think of planting an orange grove. 


It is true that reports are received 
of frost damage from some localities 
which are supposed to be out of the 
danger line, and this leads some peo- 
ple to dispute the accuracy of the 
above-mentioned theory. On _ investi- 
gation, it will be found, however, that 
these isolated cases of damage are the 
exceptions which go to prove the rule. 
Even within the space of a quarter 
section, there may be local conditions 
which give rise to two or thre differ- 
ent grades of temperature, during a 
cold spell. As above stated, the sec- 
tions of Southern California which are 
absolutely safe for the culture of cit- 
rus fruits are quite limited, but there 
are such sections, and land within 
those limits is worth all the owners 
have ever yet asked for it. Any sec- 
tion where the tomato vine grows 
through the winter, and bananas ripen, 
may be considered as safe for the cul- 
ture of the orange and lemon. When 
people go outside of those sections to 
Plant citrus trees, they should under- 
stand that they are taking some risk 
of the occasional loss of a portion of 
their crop through frost. It is useless 
to shut our eyes to these facts. South- 
ern California itself is on the northern 
edge of the citrus belt of the western 
hemisphere, and it is therefore specially 
mecessary that great caution should be 
taken in selecting a site for an orange 
or lemon grove. 

At the office of the fruit exchanges 
the officials are not at all despondent. 


*% They say that reports which have 


come in from the various orange-grow- 
ing districts go to show that the dam- 
age is not so bad as it was during the 
frost of 1895. However, about ten days 
from now it will be possible to ascer- 
tain the facts with something like ac- 
curary. 

The timely warning of the recent col 
spell given by the Weather Bureau en- 
abled the orange-growers to adopt 
methods of proteastion, in the shape of 
smudge fires and so forth, which un- 
doubtedly did much to modify the bad 
effects of the frost. 

Owing to the approach of the holi- 
days, the markets have been chiefly 
occupied with deals in products that 
are specially in demand at the holiday 
season. Eggs and butter are both very 
firm. The report is current that San 
Francisco dealers have been buying up 
eggs in Southern California.

Tulare County 


HIPMENTS of oranges’ from the 
, foothills of Tulare county are be- 

ginning to assume commercial pro- 
portions. According to the Visalia 
Delta, Lindsay, in Tulare county, will 
figure this year among the points from 
which oranges will be shipped in car- 
load lots. That journal says: 

“The orange orchards in that vicin- 
ity are young and the crop th , 
will not be large. There “100 
acres from which oranges will be 
picked, but’from most of the trees it 
will be the first crop. It is, therefore 
difficult at this time to estimate the 
amount. The young orchards look 
thrifty, and the amount of fruit on the 
trees is very evenly distributed over 
the orchards. In fact, it would not 
be easy to find anywhere orchards in 
which the trees look better or are of 
more even growth. Most of the 
oranges shipped from the Lindsay dis- 
trict this year will be from three-year- 
old trees. Lindsay has a large area 
of orange land which will be in bear- 
ing next year, and a large acreage wi!! 
be planted during the coming season.”’ 

Another place from which lemons 


are being shipped by the carload this 


winter is Lemon Cove, from which 
point the Tulare County Times states 
that within a few years the chipments 
will amount to hundreds of carloads. 
That journal Says:

Reference has already been made in 
The Times to the shipments of oranges 
from Porterville, in Tulare county, 
which place took the first prize in Los 
Angeles some years ago for seedling 
oranges. The number of carloads of 
oranges shipped from Porterville for 
the season to December 3 exceeds the 
Whole of last season's output for that 
locality. Up to the date mentioned 
fifty-six cars had been sent forward. 
Another fifteen carloads, it is thought, 
Will finish this season’s campaign at 
that point.

Improved Italian Orange Trees. 


TALIAN orange-growers are begin- 

ning to take lessons from the suc- 

-cessful experiments that have been 
made by American orange-growers 
With improved fruit. About nine years 
@g0 a member of the fruit firm of 
Joseph Marcsca & Sons, Sorrento, 
Italy, was making a visit to this coun- 
try. At that time Florida mandarin cr- 
anges were claiming the attention of 
the trade, and California had begun to 
give attention to a similar variety of 
citrus fruit. Mr. Maresca was particu- 
larly attracted to the California-grown 
kid gloves, because of their juiciness 
and high color, and subsequently the 
firm mentioned ordered a quantity of. 
seeds to be forwarded them in Italy. 
These were planted and later culti- 
vated. The first shipment of fruit from 
the ttrees. was recently received in New 
York City by Louis Contencion & Son. 
The lot, according to Fruit Trade Jour- 
nal, consisted of about 250 half-boxes, 
exquisitely packesl. On the covers 
of the packages there stand out in bold 
lettering the names of the different sec- 
tions ef this State where the seeds 
were produced. The fruit referred to 
is said to be very similar in character- 
istics and quality to the original Cali- 
fornia kid-glove oranges. The Califor- 
nia Fruit Grower says: 

“Some ‘time during last winter the 
California Fruit Grower had occasion 
to notice the receipt by a New York 
house of a considerable quantity of or- 
anges, the yield of trees grown 4 
Italy, from a favorite Florida stock. 
At another time this journal mentioned 
the arrival from Italy of a lot of navel 
oranges, the product of trees, the de- 
scendants of California navels. These 
instances look almost as though the 
Italian orange orchards were in process 
of becoming Americanized at the hands 
of enterprising growers and shippers. 
They seem determined to have some- 
thing in return for the strictures im- 
posed upon them by an American tariff, 
and it looks as if they were success- 
ful. In the improved varieties which 
California and Florida are able. to 
give them they are getting an excel- 
lent quid pro quo. A churl perhaps 
might grumble at this, but viewed from 
every standpoint, the intelligent 
grower will be glad to see Italy avail- 
ing itself of its opportunities.” 


‘ 
Fighting Frost, 
REPORT on the results of various 
methods of fighting frost was made 
by E. W. Holmes of Riverside, after 
the first cold spell of the season, from 
which the following extracts are 
taken: 

“I do not feel certain that the ex- 
periment with moist straw burning 
demonstrated its value except as an ad- 
junct to other methods In the or- 
chard where this was used there were 
excellent cypress windbreaks, which 
helped materially in holding up the 
temperature. In this orchard the mer- 
cury stood uniformly 1 deg. higher than 
in adjacent orchards, but I do not 
think it can be certain that the 
<a may have all the credit of 

1is. 

“The steam apparatus of Mr. Hall, 
used near, and under similar local 
conditions, gave identical results with 
the straw test; but this test was not 
made satisfactory, since a single ma- 
chine could not be expected to change 
conditions over so large an area. 

“The steam apparatus on the navel 
orchard of Mr. Grant, the most com- 
plete of the kind yet used, did not 
rajse either the-dew point nor the 
temperature in the least. The moisture 
Settled and turned into frost on the 
leaves of the trees, and the tempera- 
ture was not different after four 
hours’ test from that in the open, 
plain near. 

“But in the seedling orchard near. 
where twenty coal baskets to the acre 
were burning, wee found the tem- 
perature four deg. higher than in the 
navel orchard referrea vo. 

“On the Copley place, the coal bas- 
kets were used, and only ten to the 
acre showed a difference of 1 deg. 
early in the test, but later a differ- 
ence of 2% deg. over similar orchards 
adjacent. 

“The test that gave.the best. re- 
sult, and one so marked as to prove 
beyond all doubt the practicability of 
frost preservation, was that upon the 
Everest ranch. 

“On the north line was a dense 
cypress row. On east, from 
Which direction came a draft of air 
of about 27 deg. temperature, was 
placed a row of oil buckets, the fires 
being so near each other that the 
heat was very perceptible to one 
standing between them. Below them 
for several acres were burning oil pots, 
scattered some three rows apart each 
way. The trees were  fair-sized 
navels, hut not large enough to mate. 
rially modify the temperature. A 
test near the row of fires on the 
windward side gave 32 deg. Several 
other tests in various parts of the 
area showed practically the same tem- 
perature, while ten or twenty rads 
away 27 deg. was indicated. Here 
was clearly a gain of 5 deg. by arti- 
ficial heating of ‘all outdoors.’” | 

The ojl fires were very hot and cre- 
ated a cioud of smoke very objection- 
able. However, I could not but feel 
that coal baskets two or three times as 
numerous and arranged in the same 
way, With @ massing of the fires to 
windward, would attain equal results 
with less objection in the way of smut 
and. less expense and trouble. ; 

The section where @ half acra was 
protected by a screen overhead showed’ 
30 deg., and eyerything under it safe. 

The water-spray system gave no in- 
dication of increased temperature, it 
being exactly the s sas it uniformly 
wan whére no fires spr. smudges’ were 
made. no! 

On Magnolia avenue in the line of the 
drifting smoke, the mercury was one 
degree higher than where the fires and 
smoke had no influence. 

I concluded from the above that our 
hope is in dry heat rather than creat- 
ing artificial humidity, and for the first 
time feel confident that, except in ex- 
ceptionally cold sections, the preserva- 
tion of an orange crop even in very 
cold winters is possible.

Wilhite and W. P. Lett with burning 
straw showed that it would raise the 
temperature 2 deg. On one night of 
the cold wave at Riverside they raised 
the temperature from 24 deg. to 26 deg., 
and, cnoving the thermometer nearer 
the fire, it went up to 29 deg.; another 
night from 26 deg. to 28 deg.; both of 
these by using two tons of straw to ton 
ecres; another night by using three- 
fourths of a ton to ten acres raised it 
only 1 deg. :

raised on a pole atxty to eighty feet 
high registered 8 deg. higher than one 
near the ground. 


Cost of Marketing Lemons. 


FRUIT broker contributes 

regularly to the Fruitman’s Guide, 

happening to incidentally remark 
that “California can deliver lemons in 
New York, with fair profit at $2 to $2.25 
per box,” the Highland Fruit-Growers’ 
Association replies, through their man- 
ager, that the cash expense of deliver- 
ing lemons from the tree to New York 
will average $1.65, the items being as 
follows: Picking and delivery to pack- 
ing-houge, 10 cents; packages and 
packing, 50 cents; freight, $1.05. This 
would leave but 35 to 60 cents per box 
coming to the grower for his lemons 
on the tree, from which must be de- 
ducted 7 per cent. on the gross price in 
New York. At this rate, the association 
says that the lemon trees would very 
soon be dug out or budded to oranges, 
as they would not begin to pay as well 


as alfalfa. 


Hardy Oranges, 

CCORDING to:-a Galveston paper, 
A a nurseryman of that city has de- 

veloped a variety of orange which, 
it is said, will stand a temperature of 
12 degrees, and at the same time yield 
a sweet-flaovored fruit of average size. 
W. L. Shumate, manager of the E. J. 
Biering orchard and nursery, at Hitch- 
cock, is the person referred to by the 
Galveston Daily News, which says that 
he hod budded the Satsuma orange on 
the Citrus trifoliata, or wild orange of 
Japan, and has secured a plant that 
will stand the temperature mentioned. 
The News says: 

“This combination was tried in Louis- 
jana, and was the only one -of about 
one hundred varieties that withstood 
the coh snap of the winter of 1893. It 
is Mr. Shumate’s design to take the 
seed of these oranges, plant them, bud 
plant on the Citrus trifoliata and get a 
plant three-fourths hardy where this 
one is half hardy. 

“The Citrus trifoliata is used for 
hedges in New , York and Northern 
States where the temneratures are se- 
vere in winter. The fruit is a small, 
sour orange, unfit to eat, but the result 
of the combination is something won- 
derful. Mr. Shumate says the tree 
from which he plucked the oranges he 
displayed yesterday was planted a 
year ago lest July and now has about 
a dozen oranges. Other trees, two years 
old, have about thirteen oranges. A 
matured tree will bear several hundred 
oranges, and after about six years Mr. 
Shumate says they will not be af- 
fected by any cold weather of this lat- 
itude. He has great hopes for the cul- 
ture of oranges in the ccast country.” 

Should this statement be well founded 
it is unnecessary to state that the in- 
fluence of such a new departure in the 
California crange-growing industry 
would be immense, as it would then be 
possible to raise oranges throughout a 
large portion of the United States. 
However, California fruit-growers will 
require further confirmation of this re- 
markable news before they begin to 


worry about the future of the industry. 


Distfibution of Seeds, 


C. WICKSON, professor of agri- 
cultural practice at the University 
of California has issued the regular 
annual bulletin regarding the distribu- 
tion of seeds by the department, which 
includes camphor tree seeds, seeds of 
desirable eucalypti and acacias, se- 
lected resistant vines, plants for green 
manuring, dry land grasses ang forage 
plants, forage plants for alkali soil, 
fiber plants, and various plants ‘for 
the field and garden. 
The bulletin gives the following sta- 
tistics of last year’s distribution within 
the State of California:

Our Washington Special, 
ASHINGTON, Dee. 17.—The di- 
vision of fiber investigation of the 
Agricultural Department, of 

which Charles R. Dodge is chief, is one 

of the most important branches of that 
great ‘department to the people. 

Experiments for the deevlopment or 
extension of vegetable fiber industries, 
under governmental auspices or direc- 
tion, have been instituted at different 
times in many countries, and such ex- 
perfments date back fully one hundred 
years. In some instances these have 
been confined to testing the strength of 
native fibrous substances, for compari- 
son with similar tests of commercial 
fibers; as the almost exhaustive experi- 
ments of Roxburgh in India early in 
the present century. 

Another direction for government ex- 
perimentation has been the testing of 
machines to supersede costly hand la- 
bor in the preparation of the raw mate- 
rial for market, or in the development 
of chemical processes for the further 
preparation of the fibers for manufac- 
ture, or a microscopic and chemical in- 
vestigation. The broadest field of ex- 
periment, however, has been the culti- 
vation of the plants, either te introduce 
new industries as sdéurces of national 
wealth, or to economically develop 
those which require to be fostered. The 
introduction of ramie culture is an ex- 
ample of the first instance; the foster- 
ing of the almost-extinct flax industry 
of our grandfathers’ days is an illus- 
tration of the second. 

The nations \jof the globe have been 
interested in recent years in one way 
or another in investigating the re- 
sources of the different countries in 
the line of fiber production, or in con- 
nection with new mechanical processes 
for preparing the fibers for utilization 
in the arts. One way in which the im- 
portance of this interest has been made 
manifest, and to a marked degree, has 
been by the large collection of raw 
fibers, that have been shown at the 
various international expositions, and 
particularly since that of the London 
exhibit of 1862, together with the inter- 
esting published material which has 
accompanied them. 

The United States government has 

conducted experiments or instituted in- 

quiries in the fiber interest at various 


_ & Series of experiments by B. E. 


times in the last Gfty years, but it is! 


only’ since 1890 that an office of practi- 
cal experiments and inquiries has been 
established by the Department of Agri- 
culture, ‘that has been continued 
through a term of years. This is known 
as the office of fiber investigation. 

The work of this branch of the De- 
partment of Agriculture has . been 
mainly directed toward the develop- 
ment or introduction of those fibers 
Which we do not produce commercially, 
but which are capable of cultivation in 
the United States, and which will add 
to our national resources, This subject 
has been prosecuted by the importation 
and distribution of the seeds of fiber 
plants; by encouraging and directing 
field experiments; by testing fiber ma- 
chines, arid by affording general in- 
formation, both through personal cor- 
respondence and through a series of 
publications, 

Probably the most important work 
of, this office Is that of investigating 
proper, the object being to obtain a 
practical knowledge of every phase of 
a particular industry, as it relates to 
our country, or to a particular section 
of the country; in order that any 
subsequent information that may be 
afforded the public by the government 
shall be both reliable and exhaustive. 

To illustrate, take the subject of 
sisal hemp culture, in Fiorida. This 
subject has been before the public, in 
a small way, ever since Dr. Perrine 
grew some of the plants on Indian 
Keys, sixty years ago, buf nothing was 
known of a practical nature, save that 
the plants would thrive in Southern 
Florida. About 1890, the department 
was besieged for information. regard- 
ing the advisabiliy of establishing the 
culture, cost of starting plantations in 
Florida; yield of Florida fiber; prepar- 
ing and dying the fiber, ete. A prelim- 
inary survey of the Keys was made in 
the winter of 1891 by the department 
and tracts of wild plants, from thé old 
Perrine experiments, located. In 1892, 
machinery was taken down to Bis- 
cayne Bay, an experimental factory 
was established, and a fast sailing 
yacht put in commission, for ex- 
ploration, and with which to secure 
the leaves to be used in the factory 
experiments. The entire question was 
thus studied on the ground, and a mass 
of indisputable facts collected, which 
formed the basis of the report which 
was issued shortly after, and in which 
several other Florida fibers were as 
carefully treated. This entire: experi- 
ment, running over several, months, 
was conducted at a cost to the govern- 
ment of less than $1000. 

In the same manner the department 
conducted its flax experiments in the 
Puget Sound region of the State of 
Washington in 1895, the result of the 
experiments bringing out the fact that 
we have in that State a flax region 
‘equal to any in the world. A ton of 
flax straw from this experiment, sent 
the next year to Ireland, for expert 
_manipulation, returned scutched flax 
worth at the rate of $250 per ton, and 
hackled flax worth $500 per ton. 

_. So with hemp, jute, ramie, and a 
long list of fibers of lesser importance, 
or of no importance, that have been 


investigated, and reported upon, in the 
ten special reports, and in the con- 
secutive annual reports ~issued, since 

The curse of the new fiber industries 
has béén the “promotor” or ‘‘boomer,” 
who seizes upon some new fiber in- 
dustry of which the public knows 
nothing, as affording an opportunity 
to fleece capitalists, ana line his own 
pockets. By talking glibly, showing 
fiber samples that may have been pro- 
duced experimentally ate a cost of a 
dollar a pound, preseming marvelous 
figures of assumed possible profits, 
without a word the 
stacles to success, and displaying a 
list of names of people who. have 
ignorantly lent themselves, but not 
their cash, to the enterprise, he is 
able to “organize a company,” and 
even incorporate it, as this is a mere 
form. Then stock is sold to whomever 
can be gulled. The bubble bursts in 
a few months or a year, und the pro- 
motor rushes to new fields, leaving the 
“company” to settle, go into bank- 
ruptey, or be “slaughtered.”’ 

But it is not always the capitalist 
who-is fieeced. Sometimes it is the 
farmer, who is induced to go into cul- 
tivation of a fiber crop, that at pres- 
ent has no money value. Sometimes 
it is the “small investor’’-—the clerk 
who saves his money, or the widow 
who has had a few thousand left to 
her—who are induced to purchase 
“stock” in one of these companies. 

When the office of fiber investiga-. 
tions was first establissied, such pro- 
motion schentes were very common, 
and they were able to thrive because 
there was no literature relating to 
past experience that could be con- 
sulted. With the existence of a gov- 
ernment office, where reliable informa- 
tion can at all times be secured, these 
concerns have practically gone out of 
business, though a bubble rises oc- 
casionally, and attempts have even 
been made recently to work Congress 
to a lively tune. It will be seen then, 
that the office of fiber investigation 
helps the public in two ways; by giv- 
ing on the one hand, most reliable in-* 
formation regarding the practical -cul- 
tivation and preparation of certain 
fiber plants, and on the other, by hold- 
ing out a danger signal, and a warn- 
ing to “keep off,’’ thus preventing the 
people from throwing away their 
money. The good that the department 
has accomplished in this latter direc- 
tion is incalculable, and it is often ap-- 
pealed to for this kind of information. 

Another way in. which the govern- 
ment assists the fiber industry is in 
its study of machinery for treating 
the raw material... It is) no common 
thing for inventors to go over their 
plans with the special agent in charge, 
when ready to begin building their 
machines, the matter or course being 
considered strictly confidential. In 
some instances the inventor has been 
shown so clearly the weak points, or 
impracticability, of his p:vposed con- 
struction, that the machine has been 
abandoned, and a money loss avoided. 

This office also tests fiber machines 
that are offered to the public in order 
to officially demonstrate what the ma- 
chines are able to accomplish. Com- 
panies have put forth the claims for 
machines that an official trial has- 
shown were utterly false, resulting in 


the abandonment of manufacture. One 


of these machines which offered 
to farmers as a practical device, and 
which proved .a failure, was never 
taken away from the testing ground 
after the trial, but lies today in a 
fence corner, & mass of old iron and 
decaying woodwork, while the “com- 
em went out of existence immedi- 
a y. 4 

Not only does this office test and give 
opinions regarding fiber machines, but 
the fiber themselves are sent to the 
department to be reported upon, and 
opinions given as to their utility for 
manufacture. Among such specimens 
may be named the straw and scutched 
flax fromm experimental culture, sam- 
ples of hemp grown under new condi- 
tions or prepared by new processes or 
new machines, specimens of ramie 
prepared Sy deguming processes, and 
even unknown fibers extracted from in- 
digenious weeds, or found floating in 
the wind from old dead stalks, in the 
field, by the farmers. All of these na- 
tive species have been reported upon, 
and thousands of letters have been 
answered giving their history and pre- 
senting statements concerning their 
merits or demerits as fiber plants, or 
as the sources of new industries. Re- 
cently a so-called now cotton was 
boomed to such an extent that, it is 
said, six bushels of the seed were sold 
for $1100. The fiber special agent hav- 
ing been asked for information con- 
cerning this cotton, the matter was in- 
vestigated, and by a demonstration of 
the strength and spinning value of the 
lint alone it was shown that the cotton 
was inferior to many well-known va- 
rieties already in cultivation. 

he office of fiber investigations im- 
ports seed of fiber plants, for particular 
experiments, and at. the present time 
has some four hundred pounds of jute 
seed for distribution next year. It 
will also import over five thousand 
‘pounds of flax seed for Pacific Coast 
and other experiments next season. 

The office also assists technologists 
by furnishing them samples of identi- 
fied fibers for examination, and aids 
colleges and schools ®y sending out 
class-room specimens. It prepared the 
magnificent official collection that has 
been exhibited in the Field Columbian 
Museum at Chicago, and the similar 
beautiful collection of the prominent 
world’s fibers shown in the United 
States Museum, 

During the past three years it has 
prepared a dictionary of fiber plants of 
the world, which has been placed in the 
world’s botanical and _ scientific li- 
braries, being the first complete work 
of the kind published in any country. 

As an illustration of the apprecia- 
tion of the work that has been accom- 
plished in the fiber investigations in 


this country, by foreigners, it may be 


stated that inquiries for information, 


and demands for the published litera- | 


ture on the subject, are received from 
every portion of the globe, so much so 
that the United States fiber reports 
bave come to we considered the best 
authorities regarding the fiber indus- 
tries of which they treat. 

As to the cost of this work to the 
people, the total annual appropriations, 
excepting for the first, have been but 
$50,000, and in but few years has this 
all been expended. For several years 
past over a thousand dollars each year 
has been turned back into the treasury.

AN ARIZONA FAILURE. 


The failure of an Artzona Improve- 
ment Company of the Salt River Val- 
Jey, which was the largest irrigation 
project in the Territory, has attracted 
much attention. The Irrigation Age 
characterizes this failure as an in- 
stance of the “futility of rapacious 
greed.” That journal says: 

“Its history, with a few exceptions, 
is the general history of many irriga- 
tion enterprises. It obtained land for 
practically nothing and built an irri- 
gation system to water it, purposing 
to sell the land and the water to set- 
tlers at many times the vriginal cost, 
pocketing the tremendous profit for 
their ‘enterprise.’ Taking it for 
granted that the land could be readily 
sold at highly-remunerative prices, the 
money was secured on bonds to build 
the system. But the sale of the 
lands did not follow the building of 
the canal, as the projectors had an- 
ticipated; and after several years of 
wnfruitful effort, the property is 
placed in the hands of a receiver for 
the benefit of the bondholders, and 
the bondholders will be fortunate if 
they get back even a half of their fn- 
vestment. Except for the fact that 
this irrigation system was not com- 
plete, and never could be complete 
without the building of an immense 
Storage reservoir at a cost of about a 
million dollgrs, and therefore the wa- 
ter supply Was neither ample nor se- 
cure, it is a typical instance of greed— 
over-reaching the bounds of common 
sense and of business judgment. Had 
the price of the lands been placed at 
@ reasonable figure and a moderate 
return upon the Investment and risk 
been considered sufficient, there is lit- 
tle doubt that a greater acreage would 


of

have been disposed of, more settlers 


secured and the increased return from 
the sales and the rental of the water 
would have carri the company 
financially. The success of all irriga- 
tion enterprises outside of an adequate 
water supply for fertile land, depends 
upon settlers. Without purchases of 
land and water, failure is inevitable, 
and the settler can no longer be de- 
luded with the statement that the 
higher price of the land the greater 
its value to him. Honest values based 
upon a reasonable cost of the land and 
the water system, with a due regard to 
‘a reasonable profit upyun the produc- 
tivity, and earning capacity of the 
land, are demanded, anu the land and 
irrigation companies which disregard 
these self-evident signs of the times 
cannot expect to escape punishment 
for their business sins. 

And another important matter which 
the land and irrigation companies have 
intentionally overlooked is the value of 
advertising. The failure, financially 
of irrigation companies, one after an- 
other, including nearly all of the larg- 
est systems in the country, has 
clearly demonstrated that the invest- 
ment is far from being complete when 
the land is purchased and the water 
system built. A necessary element of 
success is lacking—the settler to buy 
= occupy the land and use the water. 
Sven a high-priced article can be sold 
if it is extensively advertised, but a 
man offering something for nothing is 
limited to his acquaintances without 
the aid of the newspapers. Land ad- 
vertising is one of the most difficult 
of all branches of this most useful art 
and every department of the science of 
publicity requires thoughtful, intelli- 
gent care and a large experience. The 
settler cannot be secured unless he is 
informed of the opportunities offered. 

COLD HOUSES. 


During the recent cold spell, much 
complaint has been made by newly- 
arrived people from the East in regard 
to the lack of heating facilities in Los 
Angeles houses, especially those of the. 
older style, although many of the new 
ones ‘leave much to be desired in this 
respect. ‘The fact is that when, dur- 
ing the winter, we have a brief “real 
cold spell,” cold of a similar tempera- 
ture is much more keenly felt here than 
in the East, just as the heat of a cer-: 
tain temperature is less oppressive here 
than in the East, owing to the dryness 
the atmosphere. It would be 
cheaper and more satisfactory if houses 
in Southern California were provided 
with old-fashioned furnaces. Another 
improvement that has been suggested, 
which is not an expensive one, is that 
in building a house thick paper should 
be placed between the studding and 
the outside finish, by which means the 
interior is rendered much warmer in 
winter,

MINES AND MINING. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA AS A MIN- 
ING FIELD. 


Advantages Enjoyed by Prospectors 

“and Miners in This Section—Min- 
ing Exchange Business—Warn- 
ing to Kliondikers—Cost of Pro- 
ducing Copper. 


The year closes with a-most. en- 
couraging outlook for .the mining in- 
dustry throughout Southern California. 
One of the most encouraging features 
of the situation is the fact that many 
solid citizens of this section who 
years ago would not have thought of 
in a mining’ enterprise, 
however promising it might be, are 
now among the active promoters of 
mining undertakings. 

CALIFORNIA VERSUS KLONDIKE. 

Comparatively few people stop to 
consider the great advantages which 
are presented by this section for min- 
ing operations over most of the re- 
gions where mining is actively con- 
ducted. Take, for instance, the latest 
bonanza fields in Alaska, or Canada. 
It is true that some wonderfully rich 
strikes have been made up there, al- 
though many of the reports which have 
been published are doubtless greatly 
exaggerated; but still, even granting 
that the truth about the richness of 
the region has been told, it should be 
considered how little chance the ordi- 
nary prospector has to get a share of 
the golden wealth. In the first place, 
to begin with, a man who goes to 
Alaska to seek after gold must have 
at least a thousand dollars in cash 
and a good, strong constitution. Even 
then, when he lands in the frozen’ 
North, he will find that prospecting 
can only be carried on for about three 
months of the year, and then under 
the greatest hardships. He will also 
find that the valuable locations have 
all been taken up, and are held at 
very high prices, so that he will have 
to hunt around perhaps for years for 
a new bonanza, which he may never 
find. Then, when it comes to develop- 
ment.work, the prices of labor, food 
and necessaries are so high that it is 
only the very richest kind of a mine 
or placer that will pay to work. 

Here, in Southern California, the cli- 
mate is so mild that operations may 
be carried on in the open air eve 
month in the year, while little shelter 
is needed. In fact, during a large por- 
tion of the year, the prospector may 
sleep under the stars, in his blankets. 
Fair highways lead in every direc- 
tion, and no section of Southern Cali- 
fornia is very far from a railroad 
Consequently, the shipment of sup. 
plies and machinery, which are : 
costs but a trifle as compared with

sities in most mining regions. The sur- 
face of the ground is not, as a rule, 
obstructed with dense vegetation, £0 
that prospecting work is greatly facili- 
tated. 

Taking into consideration these facts, 
it is evident that ore may be profitably 


-worked here, which it would never pay 


to work in most of these mining re- 
gions to which there has been a great 
rush during the past few years. Then, 
again, the Southern California prcs- 
pector, even if unsuccessful, enjoys 
a good climate, and does not need to 
shorten his life by hardships. 


A WARNING TO KLONDIKERS. 


However, all that could be said on 


this subject will not prevent thousands 
upon thousands of eager gold seekers 
from 
dufing the coming spring. They will 
not be able to say that they did not 
receive fair warning from the press, 
which, with few exceptions, has as- 
sumed a conservative tone in regard 
to this region, even in cities which 
expect to benefit by the influx of 
Klondikers. The Mining and Scientific 
Press of San Francisco, recently con- 
tained the following pertinent remarks: 

“Inquiry is still received at this of- 
fice from possible and probable Klon- 
dike adventurers, asking for informa- 
tion as to prospects in connection with 
that El Dorado. Nothing good can 
be said that is new, and nothing new 
ean be said that is good. Disappoint- 
ment awaits 999 out of every thousand 
who start. There is no use to go to 
Dawson City unless one has several 
thousand dollars to buy a claim. He 
stands no show to otherwise recure 
ground in that vicinity, and the aver- 
age eastern man, who would start on 
an adventure of that kind has no need 
to go, if he has as much money as 
would: be required to make the trip 
and get anything. That men can get 
to Dawson next summer is an easy 
problem. Many of them will turn 
back almost immediately after arrival, 
a ‘few will scatter out, but the vasi 
majority will be terribly disappointed. 
Our advice is that no one should think 
of starting for that sountry without 
the possession of a stout constitution, 
at least $1000 in money, and with the 
full knowledge that he is risking his 
life; and that even should he win 
wealth, it will be at the expense of his 
health.” 


MINING EXCHANGE. 
Business on the local mining ex- 
change continues far from active. The 
sales are small and the prices at which 
When min- 
ing stock is sold, week after week, at 
the rate of $500 for a whole mine, it is

It may be that business will pick up 
in the exchange after the holidays, but 
so far the assertion made by The Times 
when the call-board feature of the ex- 
change was. first inaugurated has 
proved to be true, namely, that Los 
Angeles was not yet ripe for such a 
feature.

COST OF PRODUCING COPPER. 

Speaking of the cost of producing 
copper, and its bearing upon the future 
of the copper market, a mine official 
says: 

“In my opinion it will be impossible 
to much further reduce the cost of 
mining copper. The system now has 
reached an almost perfect state,’ and 
experiments which have been made re- 
cently with a view to still further re- 
ducing the cost of mining, by using

less. We have tried high explosives, 
but find that the results are far from 
Satisfactory as compared with lower 
grade cxplosives, inasmueh as a smalier 
quantity of rock is displaced. by 
the higher grades than by the 
the lower grades. The force of the 
high-grade explosives, undoubtedly, is 
much greater, but is expended so 
quickly that it does not perform as 
‘nuch work as do the low-grade explo- 
sives. If the cost of electrical power 
could be cheapened, it would make 
considerable difference to mines like 
the Tamarack, for instance, where a 
vertical shaft is sunk, say 5000 feet, 
then changed to follow the incline of 
the lode. The danger from fire and 
the physical end mechanical difficul- 
ties are too great to install a steam 
plant a mile under ground, ‘and com- 
pressed air cannot be used for hoist- 
ing from great depths. Possibly the 
future may develop a cheaper elecirical 
power, but, until it does, the-cost of 
mining copper, or of handling a ton of 
rock, will not be materially reduced 
from present figures.’’

{OME CHANGES MADE BY THE 
| COUNCIL. 


The Proposed Abandonment of a 
Part of the Temple-street Road 
Rouses Strong Opposition, 


WANT BONDSMEN TO PUT UP. 


SUIT TO RECOVER AMOUNT OF DE- 
FAULTER EVERETTS’SHORTAGE, 


Carelesances of City Officials As- 
ecribed as the Indirect Cause of 
the Stealings—Jury in the 
Webb Case Chosen. 


The residents and property-owners 
near the western part of the Temple- 
street cable line are much aroused by 
the attempt of the receiver of the road 
to abandon the service beyond the 
intersection of Old Temple road. As 
this part of the line was built largely 
by the contributions of the property- 
owners, they insist that they have 
rights which must be observed. 

An ordinance changing the names of 
a number of streets was signed by the 
Mayor yesterday. 

A suit against the bondsmen of W. 
W. Everett, the defaulting ex-clerk of 
Justice Morrison's court, was com- 
' menced by the city of Los Angeles in 
Judge <Allen’s court yesterday. Ever- 
ett’s shortages amounted to nearly 
$3000. He is believed to be either in 
Mexico or Australia. 

A jury was selected in the Webb 
case, on trial in Department Four, just 
before the evening adjournment was 
taken. The taking of evidence will be 
commenced this morning at 9 o'clock.

_ WILL FILE A PROTEST. 


WEST TEMPLE-STREET RESIDENTS 
-INSIST UPON THEIR RIGHTS. 


They Demand That the Street-car 
Service Shall not Be Discon- 
tinued—Changes in Strect Names, 

: Seventh Ward School Question, 


Residents along the western portion 
of the Temple-street cable road are 
preparing to maké a strenuous protest 
against the proposed discontinuance of 
the street-car service west of the Old 
Temple road. A mass meeting is to be 
held tomorrow evening at the Congre- 
gational Church on the corner of Tem- 
ple street and the Old Temple road. The 
purpose of the meeting is to adopt a 
formal protest for presentation to the 
Council on Monday. 7 

The application to the Council for 
permission to discontinue the service on 
the western portion of the line was 
made by the receiver of the road. His 
action is said to be disapproved by 
many of the stockholders of the road, 
and he is said also to have acted with- 
out authority of court. 

The feeling is apparently general 
among the Councilmen that the inter- 
ests of the residents and property-own- 
ers along the western part of the Tem- 
ple-street road are entitled to more 
consideration than the interests of the 
company. This view derives the more 
force from the fact that the western 
part of the road was built largely 
through the contributions of property- 
owners, who gave about $40,000 for the 
purpose. 

It is probable that the Council will 
deny the receiver's petition.

Seventh Ward School Election. 

The Democrats of the Seventh Ward 
are preparing to nominate a candidate 
to succeed J. F. Adams on the Board 
of Education.

It is expected 
that A. M. Bragg will be the nominee. 

It is a question whether the Council 
will make a temporary appointment to 
the office, pending the election. Most 
of the Councilmen take the view that it 
would be unwise to interfere any 
further than is necessary in the af- 
fairs of the Board of Education. The 
opinion is expressed by some of the 

ouncilmen that it would be best to 
allow the office to remain vacant until 
filled by the voter's of the ward.

An Interesting Lit of Documentary 
Evidence in a Divorce Case.

CROOKED EVERETT. 


EX-POLICE CLERK’S BONDSMEN 
SLED BY THE CITY. 


Proceedings to Recover the 82877 
Shortage in Progress Before 
Judge Allen—Everett’s Wife 
Dying in New York. 


The bondsmen of W. W. Everett, the 
defaulting clerk of Judge Morrison's 
Police Court, appeared as defendants 
yesterday in a suit brought by the 
city of Los Angeles to compel them to 
make good Everett’s shortages. The 
defendant-bondsmen are  Shernif&n 
Smith, J. E. Frick, H. A. Bond, W. 
W. Stockwell and T. A. House, all of 
Whom qualified for $1000 each. The 
case is on trial before Judge Allen in 
Department Six. 

Everett was appointed to the posi- 
tion of Police Clerk in April, 1895. He 
was a bright and genial fellow and 
had just emerged from a protracted 
siege of hard luck. He had a wife 
and child to support and, under the 
circumstances, his acquaintances did 
not hesitate to help him on his feet 


as best they could. For a year and a}. 


half Everett paid strict attention to 
his duties and, to all appearances, was 
leading a modest, domestic life. 

It was just a year ago today that 
Everett’s true nature asserted itseif. 
He failed to report for duty in the 
morning, and an investigation devel- 
oped the information that he had 
skipped the town. Upon examination 
of his accounts it was found that a 
shortage of $2897 existed. Later on it 
was discovered that more than $1000, 
which had been paid him by litigants 
to satisfy judgments, was also missing 
from the safe. Before Everett left he 
borrowed money from friends in the 
city in sums of from $10 to $50. 

The defaulter’s whereabouts have 
never been learned, although he is be- 
lieved to be in Mexico. A letter was 
received a few days ago from Ever- 
ett’s wife by a friend in this city. in 
which the belief was expressed that the 
abseonding ‘clerk had recently left 
Mexico for Australia. 

Mrs. Everett, who was deserted by 
her husband in destitute circumstances, 
is now residing with relatives in New 
York State. She is in the last stages 
of consumption, and the announcement 
of her death is, expected from day to 
day. 

In thelr defense the bondsmen rely 
principally upon the contention that 
Justice Morrison has never been legally 
entitled to hold office and that, there- 
fore, the office of clerk of his court 
Was not created under the statutes. 
The identical proposition raised in the 
case against Justice Owens by the at- 
torneys for Ah Louie, is set forth as 


‘a ground for defense in the present ac- 


tion. The city having passed from a 
municipality of the second class into 
the first-class, by virtue off a recent 
census, it is contended that the office 
of Police Judges are abolished under 
the provisions of the Whitney Act. 
It will be contended further that any 
shortages that may have existed in 
Everett’s accounts were due to negli- 
gence on the part of the city officials. 
Everett did not turn his receipts into 
the city treasury for nearly four 
months prior to his departure. This, 
the bondsmen contend, would not have 
been possible had the city officials en- 
forced the rule requiring regular 
monthly settlements. 

Sherman Smith, one of the bondsmen, 
who is the clerk in Department Five 
of the Superior Court, gave yesterday 
a bit of Everett’s history while in 
this city. 

“Two years ago,” said he, “Everett 
was ‘flat on his back’ financially. He 
could no longer get credit at the stores 
and his wife and child were suffering 
from want. I had known him for some 
time and did what I could to help 
him out. I succeeded in getting him 
a position as secretary of a local em- 
ployment agency and later the position 
of clerk in Justice Morrison’s court. 1 
built’ a house for him and allowed 
him his’ own time in paying for it. 
This he finally did. I went on his 
bond and got others to go on with 
me. And here we are. But I do 
not care so much about the bond mat- 
ter as I do for the shameful manner in 
which he deserted his family. He 
left his wife without a dollar in the 
world. What made his action so con- 
temptible was the fact that his wife 
at the time, was very ill and utterly 
unable to provide means for her own 
support. She was dependent upon the 
charity of friends, who finally secured 
passage for her to New York, where her 
relatives reside.” 

After Everett had skipped out It 
was learned that he had been support- 
ing another woman, and had, fer sev- 
eral weeks, spent money lavishly in 
debauchery. Most of his money was 
squandered in comparative seclusion, 
however, and no one suspected the 
truth until after he had left the city. 

The trial of the suit against the 
bondsmen will be resumed this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 


ARE READY FOR BUSINESS. 


Taking of Testimony in the Webb 
Case to Begin This Morning. 
No further progress than the selec- 
tion of a jury was made yesterday in 
the trial of Walter L. Webb, accused 
bv the grand jury of corrupt conduct 
in office while serving as a member of 
the City Board of Education from the 
Ninth Ward. | 
It was perfectly understood yester- 
day meoerning when the court convened 
that a jury would have to be selected 
before evening adjournment was taken, 
So the preliminaries were cut shert 
and the attorneys “buckled down to 
business” without ceremony. Aside 
from the questions ordinarily put toa 
juror under examination, Webb's at- 
torneys appeared particularly anxious 
to know if any preious acquaintance 
had existed with W. B. Cline of the 
Los Angeles Electric Company. As an 
extra safeguard, each one was asked 
if he had any dealings with the elec- 
tric company. In each instance @ neg- 
ative reply was made. ; 
About an hour before adjourning 
time only eight jurors had been ac- 
eepted. Judge Van Dyke announced 
positively ‘that the box would have to 
be filled before night. The attorneys 
@ppeared as anxious as the Court that 
this should done, as only the most 
portant questions were put in the 
xaminations. At ten minutes to five 
the twelfth man was called, and in less 
than three minutes he was sworn to sit 
ag a juror in the trial of the case. | 
Attorney Meserve then suggested that 
a night session be held in order that 
the case might be clesed by this even- 
ing. He didn’t want to have the aase 
go over Christmas if it could be 
avoided. 
“Well, I don’t see any necessity of 
the ease going over Christmas, nor do 
I see any reason why the evidence can- 


not be put in by tomorrow night with- 


out a session tonight,”’ Judge Van Dyke 
responded. 

The matter was discussed back and 
forth for several minutes and finally it 
was agreed that an adjournment to 9 
o'clock this morning would be taken. 

“If necessary we can hold an extra 
session tomorrow night.” said the 
court; “if necessary it will be so or- 
dered,” 

One of the attorneys said something 
about the possibility of the jurors be- 
ing compelled to remain out on Christ- 
mas day in the event of a foilure to 
come to an immediate agreement. 

“We can receive a verdict on Christ- 
mas, Sunday or any other day,” was 
the only satisfaction received from the 
court, and an adjournment was ordered.

The attormey did not deny that Cran- 
dall shot Jack Bowman to death, al- 
though the truth of the testimony that 
three shots were fired, one while Bow- 
man was attempting to escape, was 
emphatically denied. 

In explaining the three wounds 
found on Bowman's body—two in the 
breast and cme in the back of the neck, 
Shinn declared that one of the bullets 
entering the breast had taken am up- 
ward course and found its way out at 
the back of the neck. Deputy Dist.-Atty. 
McComas interrupted by suggesting 
that the ball might have entered the 
meck end found an exit in the breast. 

Mr. McComas will close for the pros- 
ecution at noon today. 


ARRESTED FOR HORSE-STEALING. 


John Keane Tells a Fishy Story and 
is Arrested. 


A man giving his name as John 
Keane was arrested at Azusa yester- 
day upon susplcion of having stolen 
a horse and buggy in this city. Keane 
sold the outfit in Azusa for $20.

CONVERTING A BANK. The state- 
ment is published that the Ohio Na- 
tional Bank of Washington, D. C., will 
shortly be converted into a savings 
bank by unanimous consent and desire 
of its officers and directors. As this 
will probably be the first conversio: 
of this kind on record the reasons as- 
signed for the change are interesting. 
The statement of the directors 1s: 
“There are too many national banks 
in the city now. We are not doing 
nearly the business that we could if 
we were not hampered by the restrict- 
ive laws governing the conduct of na- 
tional banks. We havea vault full cf 
idle money that we will be able to 
use profitably as a savings bank. The 
old stockholders will be given the pref- 
erence in the new institution, and are 
all, I believe, desifous that the change 
be made.” 


COMMERCIAL, 


THE BISCUIT COMBINE. The 
Philadelphia Grocery World, in = an 


article on the big biscuit consolidation 
lately carried out in New York, throws 
some light on how the enormous capi- 
talization was reached. It says that 
the capitalized values of the several 
biscuit properties in the combine totaled 
up to $18,000,000, on the basis of $9.- 
000,000 American Biscuit stock scaled to 
75, making it $6,750,000; $9,000,000 of 
New York Biscuit stock scaled to 65, 
making it $5,850,000; $5,000,000 of United 
States Biscuit stock scaled to 75, mak- 
ing it $3,750,000; the property values of 
the Hamilton Biscuit Company, $1,000,- 
000, and those of several other smaller 
concerns being added. Even before 
being scaled the full capitalization of 
the varidOus companies in the combine 
would. still be less than one-half its 
coro enormous: capitalization of $55,- 


FOREIGN SUGARS. Referring to 
the decision lately made by the Treas- 
ury Department to the effect that for- 
eign granulated sugar from either Hol- 

d, Germany or Belgium must pay 
the countervailing duty equivalent to 
the bounty which those counties give 
their sugar producers, an eastern pa- 
per points out that the decision has at 
last effectually crowded out the foreign 
Ssugr so that none can now be im- 
ported into the United States and sold 
at a profit. 

There is still another reason, as is 


- pointed out, why foreign sugar cannot 


be profitably brought at the present 
time into this country. It is that “the 
foreign market is higher than that of 
this country.” That would seem to 
disclose the possibility of the United 
States becoming at some future day an 
exporter of sugar iftstead of being the 
large importer it now is. Whether the 
Sugar trust will take advantage of ex- 
isting conditions to advance prices does 
not seem to be definitely known, but 
eastern journals are of the opinion it 
can successfully do so if it wishes. 


DECIDUOUS FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 
The last issue of the Commercial Bul- 
letin, Los Angeles, contains a table 
compiled from the report of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ and Shippers’ As- 
sociation, showing that the shipments 
of California fresh deciduous fruits for 
the season of 1897; that is to say, from 
May 1 to November 30, amounted to 
5323 carloads, or 127,752,000 pounds. That 
was an increase of 1276 carloads over 
the shipments ‘of 1896, an@ an increase 
of 755 carloads over those of 1895. It 
should be noted that these shipments 
te 5 include dried fruits, only fresh

THE FINEST HONEY. The finest 
honey in the world is said to be found 
in the Carbiere Mountains in Mada- 
gascar. It is @ thick syrupy, green-col- 
ored honey, peculiarly scented, the bee 
furnishing it being unicolor. The Mal- 
tese honey is ranked next in quality 
and its fine aroma is said to be due 
to the orange blossoms from which the 
bee gathers its honey. There is a point 
in this latter statement worthy the 
attention of the Southern California 
orange grower. There are two points, in 
fact, one that he might, if so disposed, 
raise excellent honey; the second, that 
by keeping bees he could increase his 
orange crop. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
BANKRUPTCY LEGISLATION. Jay 
L. Torrey, author of the bankruptcy 
bill now before Congress, in an ad- 
dress by him before the National 
Association of Credit Men at Kansas 


City, gave it as his opinion that if the 
bill now before Congress, or one 


drawn on similar lines became a law 


that it would be beneficial to honest 
unfortunate debtors and redound to 
the communities in which they lived. 
He said: ‘‘Debtors who have became 
such (bankrupts) through dishonest 
acts, and who have acted dishonestly 
with reference to property obtained 
on credit and not paid for, should not 
discharged upon any terms, but 
hould be punished, to the end that 
others may be prevented from so do- 
ing.’ Further on he says: “In States 
Where the laws are such that credit 
is secure, goods are sold on~ small 
margins of profit; but in States where 
the laws are lax and permissive of 
wrongdoing, business is 
and as a result goods are sold ata 
high price. We know that debtors 
by the thousand lose their commer- 
cial life, with all the attendant calam- 
ities, because of unnecessary struggles 
between creditors for preferences 
growing out of nothing more substan- 
tial than distrust. To pass a law for- 
bidding preferences will result, there- 
fore, in the saving of the commercial 
lives of such debtors, avoid the enor- 
mous expenses connected therewith, 
and in the end prove profitable to 
creditors.”’ Mr. Torrey expresses the 
belief that Congress, between now and 
March 4, 1899, when it expires of lim- 
itation, will pass a bankruptcy bill. 
The American Banker, New York, 
referring to the possibility of the pas- 
Sage of a bankruptcy bill, prints the 
following: “The committée of the New 
York Credit Men's Association, which 
has been striving to punish perpetra- 
tors of fraudulent failures, had many 
cases before it the past month. The 
association sent in nineteen cases of 
what is recognized as fraudulent fail- 
ures, and while the committee was 
morally certain that such was the case 
it found it impossible to see the way 
to conviction and punishment, and, 
consequently, had to abandon them. 
Four additional cases have been placed 
in the hands of the National Associa- 
tion to further investigate and punish 
if possible. These were special! cases 


of parties away from the State. The 
committee still has six cases under 
further consideration. The secretary 


of the association says: ‘The laws as 
they are, of course, were intended to 


’ protect the innocent debtor against the 


rapacious creditor, but they have been 
so twisted an turned that it is al- 
most impossible at the present day to 
get a conviction for a recognized 
fraudulent failure. The only way the 
committee sees the possibility of cor- 
recting it is by persistently attacking 
and making it as unpleasant as pos- 
sible for a man to sell out his busi- 


ness, or, in fact, make a present of it, 
apparently, to some relative or 
friend.’

“The origmal situation was that the 
English makers had a mé@nopoly of our 
market, Hftite there was no occasion 
and no necessity for reducing the price 
of tin. Unprotected competition would 
have been met at once witkh a cut in 
prices, and every man of business 
knows what that means for the new 
man in the field. The McKinley act 
put a duty on tin plate, and the Ameri- 
can manufacturers were able to force 
a Way into their own market. But no 
one suffered thereby. } 
felt that he was paying more for his 
tin cup or his tin kettle as a result of 
that tariff duty; as a matter of fact 
no one paid any more for either his 
cup or his bucket. In course of time 
the American factories got under way 
and preduced tin plate just as good as 
that sent here from abroad, and. soid 
it for less money. ‘Then the English- 
men had to come down in price. Who 
was benefited? ‘The coneumer, of 
course. It is too late in the day, and, 
it is contrary to the facts in the case 
for any free-trader to attempt to de- 
ceive the people by telling them that 
the tariff “simply taxes consumers for 
the extra amount which it compels 
them to pay for tin.’

ened by the withdrawing of Union Pacific 
payment to the government. A number of the 
specialties which showed, marked strength all 
day took on renewed buoyancy at the close, 
and helped in the rise. Th ovement in the 
general list was not important, representing 
little more than the covering of traders’ 
short contracts. Call money loaned as high 
as 4 per cent. again, and did not yield below 
3 per cent. There was a further fall of % 
in actual rate for demand sterling, and % for 
cables and long sterling. Demand sterling 
closed at the lowest point touched since the 
gold-import movement in September. The 
rates for money in Lendon and Berlin are 
stiff, and some apprehension of a squeeze is 
reported from London. This serves to offset 
the weakness in the exchange list.

Chicago Wheat Deal. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—In the wheat pit on the 
Board of Trade, today, the great game being 
played between the clique represented by 
Joseph Leiter and the elevator people, under 
the lead of P. D. Armour, seemed to be shift- 
ing from December to May. There was some 
real wheat, sixty pounds to the bushel, and 
every pound calling for money, presented to 
Mr. Leiter’s attention. Chartering of vessels 
to take out a large amount of grain was be- 
lieved to,indicate that the elevator people had 
some two million bushels more wheat so near 
that it was time to make room for it. 
the clique is to do with all this wheat has be- 
come of vital importance to vessel-men, and 
to the elevators themselves. On that point it 
was certain that nobody yet knows what is to 
become of the accumulation of wheat after 
the tap of the bell on December 31. Within 
ten days since the close of navigation on the 
lakes, about four million bushels of grain 
have been taken out of the Chicago elevators 
and loaded into vessels. Vessel-mcn never 
witnessed such a rush to get grain into the 
winter fleet. Nearly sixty boats are already 
loaded with grain. The aggregate capacity of 
the winter fleet -is not over twelve million 
bushels, and thus, before the last vessel of 
the season had reached its dock at Buffalo, a 
third of the fleet here had been taken care 
of. Tke rush for boats came to an end during 
the day. Agents did not find anybody who 
wanted to load grain into their vessels. They 
at once came to the conclusion that the ele- 
vator capacity represented by the 4,060,000 
taken was about what the elevator people e7- 
pected to fill, largely with wheat, before the 
end of the year. The receipts s'nce the grain 
began going into the boats would fill about 
half of the vacated room.

SUICIDE IS RECOVERING, 


Was With the Insurgents in Cuba.

PASADENA, Dec. 23.—[Regular Corre- 
Bpondence.} The young Russian physician 
whose attempt at suicide was printed exclu- 
sively in The Times on Tuesday morning, is 
still in the hospital and on the road to re- 
covery. He has confided his name to Nurse 
Joraschy, under a pledge of secrecy, and has 
given the latter quite an interesting history 
of himself, which is verified in the main by 
letters found in his trunk. 

He asserts that he has been in Cuba until 
recently, and is a property-owner there. He 
says the stories of suffering of the insurgents 
and the extreme cruelty of the Spaniards are 
not overdrawn, and that it is impossible to 
picture the suffering the Cubans have under- 
gone at the hands of Weyler. For having 
given the Cubans medical attendance he was 
obliged to flee from Cuba, having had a 
price put upon his head by Weyler. 

He has been unable to earn a living in this 
country as a physician, although he has sev- 
eral diplomas and certificates from noted 
European schools of. medicine. He says he 
would have made a success of his attempt 
at suicide had he not been deceived in the 
distance to the foothills, as he knew the 
nature of the drug—morphine—when he took 
it, and thought he could walk to the foothills 
and there lay down and die. Instead he fell 
on Lincoln avenue, near Orange Grove, and 
‘was seen to faii and was picked up and taken 
to the hospital.

STORY OF THE MILITARY EXPEDI- 
TION TO TIBURON ISLAND. 


Andrew E. Cash of Los Angeles and 
Miss Sadie E. Hickson Married 
at Sea—Fire Caused by a Gaso- 
line Stove Exploding, 


SAN DIEGO, Dec, 23.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] In a recent issue of the Two Re- 
publies, just received here, appears the full 
report of Capt. Pedro H. Selva, who was 
sent to Tiburon Island by Gen. Luis E. Tor- 
res, in command of the First Military Zone, 
to investigate the reported murder of Capt. 
George Porter and Seaman Johnson of the 
junk World; from San Diego. The Two Re- 
publics says: 

“Gen, Felipe Barriozabal, Minister of War, 
upon hearing of this affair, requested the 
commander of the First Military Zone to 
make inquiry and report on the subject to the 
Ministry of War. Capt. Pedro H. Selva of 
the Mexican navy was commissioned to pro- 
ceed at once to the island and report the re- 
sult of his investigation, which is as touows: 

“*On the night of the llth, Capt. Andres 
Barbosa, one first lieutenant and one second 
lieutenant reported to me for duty at the 
head of fifty soldiers. On the 12th everything 
was ready, and we set sail at 5 o'clock in the 
morning. The District Judge and his per- 
sonnel were on board. We arrived at the 
Island of Tiburon next day. The pilot, Juan 
Sanchez, informed me that there existed a 
rencheria near the Pagar where the ship was 
anchored. I ordered the troops to take to the 
boats, and land, in order to surprise the 
Indians. When we reached the shore, I gave 
orders to proceed with all the necessary pre- 
cautions, so that our object might be accom- 
plished. Following the route indicated by 
our guide, the rancheria was reached at 11 
p.m., but the place had been abandoned, prob- 
ably some days before. After a careful 
search nothing of importance was found ex- 
cept some arrows and other trinkets of com- 
mon use to the Indians. , 

‘*‘Continuing our search toward the north 
we came across other rancherias, but these, 
too, were abandoned. In one of these we 
found pieces, of letters and newspapers, of 
which mention was made previously, two 
novels printed in English, and several other 
books, but these were in a state of dilapida- 


tion. 
‘At night we went on board and early 
next mcrning we continued our exploration, 


and all day long we came across rancherias, 


but all were empty, and no signs of having 
been occupied for several days were found. 
However, near one of these rancherias we 
discovered pieces of burnt wood which, upon 
examination, proved to be boards from the 
sides of the vessel World, and on these pieces 
of wood the words, ‘‘World, San Diego,’’ could 
be read. Other small objects were found 
buried in the sand, and near one of the huts 
a pair of shoes, American make, and half- 
worn, were discovered. 

‘**All these objects were turned over to 
the District Judge, and the exploring party 
continued toward the rancheria known as 
El Tecomate, but nothing of importance was 


| discovered, and in order to call the atten- 


tion of the troops accompanying the expedi- 
tion, I ordered the huts set on fire. 

«‘tNear Tecomate we came across some In- 
dians, but as they are well acquainted with 
the mountain trails, they ran away and we 
lost sight of them. By this time it was dark, 
so we went aboard. Next morning we set 
sail toward the east with hopes of finding the 
trail of the Indians, but our efforts were 
fruitless. All through our expedition we did 
not find any clew that might lead us to 
the discovery of the assaulted Americans. 
Seeing that all our efforts were frustrated, 
I ordered to set sail for Guaymas, arriving 
at that place on the 17th inst at 11 a.m.’”’

Clearing Up the Mystery of the 
Murdered Man. 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 23.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The unknown dead man found 
two weeks ago in the river bottom was buried 
yesterday. Today a clew was found that may 
prove important. Mrs. C. M. Reinhuber noti- 
fied the officers that the man had left a paci- 
age of sciled clothes at her house in this 
city to be washed Thursday or Friday before 
the body was found. Her description answers 
to that of the photograph of the murdered 
man. Officers have compared the undercloth- 
ing worn by the dead man with the lot left 
with Mrs. Reinhuber. The socks are identical 
in size, color and texture, as are also the 
colored shirt and collar. The indications are 
that the murdered man was in Riverside a 
few days befcre the tragedy and stopped for 
a time here. 

OTHER CLEWS. 

RIVERSIDE, Dec. 23.—[Associated Press.] 
Two very important incidents were reported 
to the officers today in connection with the 
recent tragedy in the river bottom, wherein 


an unknown man lost’ his life. A couple of 
boys: named O'Day, who reside a short dis- 
tance from the scene of the murder: report 
that they were hunting horses near where 
the body was found a day or so before the 
finding, when they heard two shots in the 
brush, followed by a scream, after which 
three men rushed out of the brush and 
passed near where the boys stood. A man 
named Young corroborates the story of the 
boys, He says he was Griving. past the spot 
at the same time and he, too, heard the shots 
and the scream, and a little later the three 
men came out of the brush and one of them 
asked Young for a ride to the nearest station, 
as he wanted to go to Los Angeles. The 
Officers were also notified of another clew 
today by a woman to whom a strange man 
brought some laundry the Friday before the 
body was found. This woman describes the 
appearance of the man who left the clothes, 
and it fits the dead man. The clothes are 
exactly similar to those worn by the dead 
man. The man left his address with the 
laundress, but this has been lost. The above 
clews are likely soon to identify the mur- 
dered man.
